Faith and a Family Bible

For more than two hundred years mem- 
bers of Richard Klassen’s family have 
been drawing inspiration from this Ger- 
man language Bible. During the years 
since it was printed in 1729 some mem- 
ber of the Klassen family has. always 
used and treasured this 50-pound vol- 
ume, whether they were in Germany, 
Poland, Russia, or, as now, Canada. It 
originally belonged to Klassen’s great 
great grandfather. Mr. Klassen’s earli- 
est memories of the Bible go back to his 
days in Wasiljewka, Russia, where his 
father, a farm implement manufacturer, 
used to gather his family of twelve chil- 
dren and read from the big Bible for 
family devotions. 

How the Bible came out of Russia to 
Canada is quite a story. The Klassens 
were more fortunate than most Men- 
nonite families who left Russia in 1925. 
They managed to sell their property, 
transfer their rubles into gold in Mos- 
cow, and bring it to Canada with them. 
The Bible, however, was confiscated at 
the Polish border and returned to Mos- 
cow. One of Klassen’s sons, who could 
not leave with the rest of his family, 
retrieved the Bible and smuggled it out 
of the country to Canada. 

Mr. Klassen is superintendent of a 


400-pupil Mennonite Brethren Sunday 
school in North Kildonan, Winnipeg, 
Canada. His motto is “Cling to the 


Bible, my boy.”

New York Least Protestant City Among 20 


The least Protestant of 20 major metropolitan centers in the US. is, according to 
a church distribution study being made by the National Council of Churches, the 
greater New York area. The survey shows that 10.7 per cent of the population is 
Protestant, 34 per cent Roman Catholic and 21.1 per cent Jewish. Almost 35 per 
cent is regarded as affiliated with no place of worship. (The figures are considered 
to be slightly inaccurate since it was impossible for predominently Negro demonina- 
tions to produce proper membership statistics in the form desired by the survey.) 
Of the twenty largest metropolitan centers, according to the study, only six showed 
more Protestants than Roman Catholics 


Latin American Indians Become Missionaries 


A team of five Waiwai Indians from British Guiana has returned from a mission- 
ary trip into northern Brazil where they had journeyed to make known the gospel 
they had so recently come to know themselves. With them they brought ten fam- 
ilies who had been invited to come to the mission station and learn of Christ Jesus 

The five “missionaries” (see photo below) had been commissioned by the new 
church at Kanashen to make the long trail and river journey to the Waiwai vil- 
lages over in Brazil. Their purpose: To invite their fellow tribesmen to “come and 
be taught from God’s Book.” 

Ten years ago when Bob and Florine Hawkins of the Unevangelized Fields Mis- 
sion opened a tiny mission station called Kanashen they were burdened for the 
dying and little-known Indian tribe. Soon they were joined by Claude and Barbara 
Leavitt. Slowly, one by one, they won the natives and established a church (See 
“Soul of a Witch Doctor,’’ Moopy Montuiy for January-February) 

Last year when Jim Truxton of Missionary Aviation Fellowship was looking for 
a headquarters from which to survey southern British Guiana and northern Brazil 
he chose Kanashen as his base and the Waiwai built him a landing strip. On his 
first meeting with the Indians Truxton was impressed. He recalls: “The welcome 
was more than just a friendly one. We immediately sensed an unmistakable bond 
of fellowship with these sparsely clad and brightly painted natives. Something in 
the light of the eye, the warmth of the smile and the firm grip of the hand con- 
firmed what we had already heard—we were meeting brothers in Christ!” 

Now these “brothers in Christ” are also fellow missionaries in Christ.

* GEORGE S. COOPER is 84 years of age and lives alone 
with his dog, Lassie, in Bates City, Mo. (pop.

Surveying his “parish” Cooper 
decided that there was one thing he could do—make good 
candy. Everyone in town knew that. Perhaps, if he would 
sell enough of his homemade candy he could do something 
to tell others of Christ. He confided his plan to Mrs. Webb, 
the town grocer, who offered to display and sell his candy 
in her store, sending all the money thus received to the 
American Bible Society in New York. Just before Christ- 
mas ABS received a gift of $3.45, in Mr. Cooper’s name, 
to provide Bibles for needy persons somewhere in the world. 


* CARL OSTERTAG, a St. Louis printer, has for twenty- 
five years edited a gosnel magazine which he can neither 
read nor understand. The magazine,-Palabras Fieles (Faith- 
ful Words), is Spanish and is produced in cooperation with 
a Spanish-speaking missionary. Palabras now reaches people 
in thirty-four countries, and Ostertag, who has seldom been 
out of St. Louis, has become a missionary with a world- 
wide field of service. 


* CLYDE NARRAMORE, Christian leader and professional 
psychologist, is being heard in twelve states and Canada 
in a new radio program entitled “Psychology for Living.” 
During the weekly broadcasts Dr. Narramore discusses 
problems of daily living based upon Bible truths and re- 
search findings. 


* HOWARD G. HENDRICKS is directing the newly es- 
tablished Department of Christian Education at Dallas 
Theological Seminary, Dallas, Tex. In announcing the 
action of the Seminary’s Board of Regents in establishing 
the department President John F. Walvoord said: “By 
combining Dallas Seminary’s distinctive preparation in 
Bible, theology, Biblical languages, and other seminary 
studies with concentrated study in the specialized field of 
Christian education, we offer an unmatched program of 


content and method for leadership in this vital field.” 


* THOMAS MOSELEY, president of Nyack Missionary 
College since 1940 has announced his forthcoming retire- 
ment. He will be succeeded by Dr. Harold W. Boon, vice 
president and academic dean of the college, who will as- 
sume his new post during the coming summer. Dr. and 
Mrs. Moseley plan to retire in California. 


* CECIL CHAPIN of Benton Harbor, Mich., has a dual 
position in the affairs of his community—part time he is 
Justice of Peace and part time he is pastor of the Church 
of God church. The young Pentecostal minister was elected 
to the office with the backing of the Benton township min- 
isters who felt that a man who knows his Bible ought to 
make a good justice of the peace; and it is reported that 
he is doing a very good job. 


* MONROE PARKER, nationally known evangelist and 
Christian leader from Decatur, Ala., has been named 
president of Pillsbury Conservative Baptist Bible College, 
Owatonna, Minn. President Parker began his new duties 
last month. Parker has served as director of religious 
activities and assistant to the president at Bob Jones Uni- 
versity. He has also served on the faculty of Southeastern 
Bible College. (Pillsbury College opened last September 
with 106 students.) 


* STANLEY WHITTAKER of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, 
is chairman of the board of directors of the Bible Institute 
of Italy which will be established in the near future, if 
present plans materialize. Mr. Whittaker will go to Italy 
to set up the new school, to be located across from Naples 
on the Adriatic Sea. Director of the school will be Michele 
Tancredi, a young Italian Christian leader, and a staff he 
has developed. The school will draw students, it is hoped, 
from among more than one hundred evangelical churches 


throughout Italy. 

















Charge Catholics Ignore Pope 


U. S. Roman Catholics show “indiffer- 
ence to the Pope’s social teachings” 
whenever they run counter to “personal, 
partisan or national prejudices,” charged 
Bishop John J. Wright of Worcester, 
Mass. 

The Catholic laity in the U. S. has 
“lagged far behind” the Holy See in 
recognizing the need for “international 
human community” and its “worldwide 
organization,” the prelate asserted. 
Papal statements favoring the United 
Nations and support of world disarma- 
ment are “little known,” he continued. 
Roman Catholics who favor adoption of 
international law are regarded by their 
fellow-churchmen as “tinged with pink- 
ness.” 


End Released-Time Program 


Lack of funds and problems of legality 
have ended the 1l-year-old program of 
weekday released-time religious edu- 
cation operated by the Council of 
Churches at Tacoma, Washington. An 
Official said the board of directors had 
stopped the use of their mobile trailer 
classroom at public grade schools for 
the remainder of this school year. He 
said the program was costing $500.00 a

month and some members of the board 
were concerned about possible violation 
of the constitutional separation of 
Church and State. “We believe that some 
program of this kind is necessary,” he 
said, “and our committee is continuing 
a study to provide a substitute program.” 


NAE Expands Washington Office 


The National Association of Evangeli- 
cals is expanding its office in Washing- 
ton, D. C. It has leased an entire floor 
in the Western Union building located 
two blocks from the White House, and is 
enlarging its staff to six full-time mem- 
bers who will work under the direction 
of Dr. Clyde W. Taylor, secretary for 
public affairs of the NAE. 

The office will serve as liaison between 
the U. S. State Department and the 
Evangelical Foreign Missions Associa- 
tion. It will also house the NAE’s com- 
mission on military chaplains. (The 
NAE now comprises 41 conservative 
Protestant denominations with a total 
membership of more than two millions.) 


SP Acquires Magazines 

The family magazines, My Chum and 
The Christian Parent, have been ac- 
quired by Scripture Press Foundation, 


Wheaton, Ill., it was announced recently 
by Victor E. Cory, president. The two 
magazines moved last January 1 to their 
new address at 1 Penn Avenue, Glen 
Ellyn, Ill, and _ will be _ distributed 
through Christian Family Publications, 
a wholly-owned subsidiary corporation 
which will also distribute single sub- 
scriptions to Power, My Counselior, 
Primary Days, Bible Time and Decision, 
all Scripture Press periodicals. 

There will be no change in editorial 
policy, Cory said, and Dr. Martin P. 
Simon will continue as editor. 


Sponsor Architectural Contest 


What should an evangelical church and 
Sunday school look like? To answer this 
question an evangelical church archi- 
tectural contest is being sponsored by 
Christian Life magazine and_ the 
National Association of Evangelicals. 
“Purpose of the contest is to stimu- 
late interest on the part of evangelical 
architects, engineers and designers in 
providing a suitable housing to meet the 
needs of the rapidly growing number of 
new church units being established by 
evangelical Christians in various parts 
of this country and the world,” says con- 
test director Joe Kimbel, architectural 
consultant for Christian Life. 
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Church Has Built-In TV Studio 


Many churches televise their services, 
but Bellevue Baptist church in Memphis, 
Tenn., pastored by Dr. Robert G. Lee, is 
probably the only one in the country 
with a built-in television studio. The 
church has invested $52,000 in lights, 
cameras and other equipment, and has 
obtained a license from the Federal 


Communications Commission. Church | 
members handle the monitors, receivers, 
control board and cameras. Only the 


director and engineer are professionals. 


Retirement Center Dedicated 


California’s newest Lutheran home for 
the aged was dedicated last December at 
Carlsbad. The former seashore hotel, 
40 minutes north of San Diego, was pur- 
chased by a group of pastors and lay- 
men belonging to United Lutheran, 
American Lutheran, Evangelical Lu- 
theran and Augustana congregations. 
President of the board of directors is 
the Rev. Milus W. Bonker of San Diego. 
The building, with accommodations for 
105 guests, stands on a _ three-and-a- 
half-acre site with private beach. 

Mr. Neal D. Ireland, executive direc- 
tor of the new home, announced that 
even though the state license was re- 
ceived just two weeks before the dedi- 
cation almost all of the rooms have been 
reserved for life use. 


Divorce Question in England 


Considerable agitation has been stirred 
up in the Church of .England over the 
rights of parish priests to remarry di- 
vorced persons. Reporting on the situa- 
tion for The Lutheran, Vernon Frazier 
declares that present regulations state 
that remarriage after divorce during 
the lifetime of a former partner is a 
“departure from the true principle of 
marriage ... and the Church should not 
allow the use of that service in the case 
of anyone who has a former partner still 
living.” The regulations also provide that 
anyone remarried after divorce may be 
admitted to the holy communion only 
after special permission by the bishop. 


Archeology vs. Nuclear Physics 


Biblical archeology in the Holy Land is 
“one of the few sciences that can chal- 
lenge the record of nuclear physics for 
spectacular progress in the world today,” 
The National Geographic magazine says. 
‘Each year, as archeologists spade up 
more and more relics from _ tombs, 
temples and buried cities of the Near 
East, the picture of life in Biblical times 
becomes clearer.” An article in the 
December issue of the magazine, written 
by Dr. George Ernest Wright, professor 
of Old Testament at McCormick Theo- 
logical Seminary, Chicago, tells how 
“deduction from artifacts and fragments 
of history helps corroborate some of the 
Bible’s most stirring narratives.” 

Last summer Dr. Wright directed ex- 
cavations at the remains of Shechem, 
the old Canaanite city north of Jerusa- 
lem. It was said to be the largest Ameri- 
can expedition to the Holy Land in the 
past 30 years.

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Editorials 


When Christians Care 


Word from East Germany indicates that the Commu- 
nists are tightening the screws a little tighter in the grim 
war against the Evangelical Church in Germany. Flare- 
ups in the tense church-state situation were reported to 
have marked Christmas week while other reports in- 
dicated that Protestant students at universities were being 
threatened with loss of scholarships, exclusion from 
examinations and even dismissal from the universities 
because of their Christian faith. So serious does the 
Evangelical Church consider the situation and so great 
is the pressure that the church has issued orders to its 
5,500 pastors in the East Zone to stay with their congrega- 
tions, even at the risk of their personal safety. 

In Colombia the number of Protestant martyrs who 
have given their lives for their faith in that country had 
reached eighty—even before the close of 1957. The last 
evangelical to be martyred was a thirty-three year old 
farmer shot to death on his own farm in Saboya, Boyaca— 
where, incidentally, there had been no recent political 
disturbances. 

In Korea, the Hong Kong area and many parts of the 
world there is intense suffering. Returning from that 
country a short time ago a Lutheran official termed the 
plight of Korea’s hundreds of thousands of refugees as 
“so bad it disgraces all humanity in the eyes of God.” 

The same reporter declared that although Korean gov- 
ernment officials told him some 400,000 tons of food must 
be shipped into the country every year, chiefly from the 
West, only about 12 per cent of this amount is now being 
sent in by the combined programs of all Protestant, 
Roman Catholic and secular voluntary relief agencies. 

“Tuberculosis is rampant,” the Lutheran observer de- 
clared. “Eighty thousand amputees propel themselves as 
best they can through the sea of listless humanity in the 
stench-filled alley-ways that pass for streets . . . Water, 
though contaminated, is so precious that hawkers sell it 
on Seoul’s streets. Mothers often walk blocks for a jug 
of water because they do not have the few coins necessary 
to buy. . . . The majority of the children trundle along 
in filthy rags, their faces unwashed for days at a time and 
open sores on their heads. Whole families live in hovels 
in which no self-respecting U. S: farmer would keep his 
livestock.” 

These are but three reports of many which might be 
cited of a humanity that writhes in misery in many parts 
of the earth this spring. And we have said nothing of the 
darkness and misery so general in areas where the name 
of Christ is scarcely known. 

Potentially our generation is better informed than at 
any time in history. But not one Christian family in 
fifty is doing very much about it. How many can you 
name who are more than casual in their prayers for 
others, their giving for the gospel or their sharing with 
the needy? 

The greatness of the need should not prevent our doing 
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what we can. The secret is to see the need and try to 
help some way as one is able. 

The need is for compassion—the kind of concern which 
prompted an Indiana farmer to appear at a Christian 
worker’s door on an early Monday morning. The night 
before at church the farmer had heard of the 200 Buddhist 
Kalmaks in this country, Mongolian farmers who had fled 
Russia, who could now be reached with a gospel preach- 
ing church. 

“Here, take it all,” the farmer told the speaker of the 
night before as he emptied out his billfold. “It’s the 
profits from my wheat. You take it for those folks who 
need the gospel!” 

When we really care, prayer and giving always follow. 
Maybe we ought to take another look around. 


Going. Going. Gone! 

It is pure speculation, of course, but one cannot 
help wondering if the maids who accused Peter of being 
a follower of Christ and heard his denial of his Lord, 
were among the thousands who, after Pentecost, heard 
his unwavering testimony for Him whom he had denied. 
We wonder if he made a special effort to search them 
out later. We wonder what weight his words had with 
them, if they heard him. 

From Peter’s life we learn many lessons, and this is 
not the least, that a disciple of Christ ought not miss 
a single opportunity to speak the word and live the life 
that will identify him with Christ and point the way to 
Christ. 

The days and weeks now slipping by so quickly 
present many opportunities for effective witnessing by 
every child of God. Let’s make sure we don’t miss them, 
and by so doing not only rob ourselves of rich reward 
but be charged at the judgment day with souls that have 
been lost because of our neglect. 


Putting Father in His Place 


The Bible is an intensely practical book. Not only does 
it speak of the individual’s relationship to God, but it 
also spells out basic patterns of relationship with others. 
Such patterns cannot be ignored without grave con- 
sequences. 

A striking commentary on this is the recent statement 
by Judge Samuel S. Leibowitz, senior judge of Brooklyn’s 
highest criminal court, of a nine-word formula that he as 
a judge and criminologist asserts can stop juvenile delin- 
quency in this country. His formula: Put father back 
at the head of the family. 

Such a formula might well have come from the Bible 
pattern for the home. Even a casual study of the subject 
as treated in Ephesians 5:22-33 makes it clear that the 
husband is to be the unquestioned head of the family. 
He is to love his wife “even as himself” (and this surely 
implies respect and the utmost consideration), but the 
responsibility for ruling his household rests squarely on 
his shoulders. This is in much sharper conflict with 
present thinking than many would admit—but this is 
what the Bible says and it is our failure to conform 
which Judge Leibowitz asserts is responsible for the 
rising rate of juvenile delinquency. 

The Brooklyn jurist points to Italy which he declares 
has the lowest juvenile delinquency rate of any country 
in the world. His studies there in which he talked with 
law enforcement officials as well as ordinary citizens dis- 
closed a respect for authority which he traced back to one 
important factor: respect for the father as the head and 
ruler of the home. 

By contrast our country in the judge’s opinon is be- 
coming “a nation of matriarchs” in which mother is more 
than likely to wage an all-out battle to rule the family.

“How many times,” the judge asks, writing in This 
Week, “have you heard a father say, ‘John, it’s time to 
go to bed.’ or words to that effect, only to be topped by 
mother saying, ‘Oh, Harry, leave the boy alone! Stop 
picking on him!’ The result has been that father has 
slowly, albeit grudgingly, abrogated his leadership.” 

Such clashes of will, says the judge, soon bring far- 
reaching consequences. “John” is not long in learning 
that there is no real authority in his home. Thus while 
mother may gain a temporary victory, she undermines 
the real authority of the home. A family where father 
is not the recognized head is, to quote the judge, “not 
much better off than a home broken by divorce.” 

Is yours an authority-broken home? How much easier 
it is for even well-meaning wives and mothers to con- 
tend than to submit! And how much easier husbands 
find it to back down on “minor” family issues than risk 
unpleasantness in the home! 

The Word of God stands squarely on the judge’s side. 
Thus the wife of even the unworthy husband will, if 
she is wise, guard and even reinforce the authority of 
her husband insofar as she is able. Likewise the husband 
of the contending wife, if he sees the issue clearly, will 
hold out at all costs for his righful place of headship. 


Food for the Piigrim 

Many readers of these pages—perhaps most—have no 
doubt long made it a practice to turn to the Psalms for 
daily encouragement, instruction and help in the Chris- 
tian life. Those in this group will pardon us now if we 
make what is to them an obvious point. We do so for 
the sake of others. 

The experience of a friend is a case in point. This man 
had been a Christian for a number of years without 
paying particular attention to the Psalms, in fact he 
admits now that he had never received much from them. 
One day he heard Dr. Leland Wang (whose “Apples of 
Gold” from Psalm 119 appears elsewhere in this issue) 
explain that he reads some five Psalms a day along with 
his other Bible reading. In this way he reads through 
the entire book each month. Accordingly our friend 
decided to reading a psalm or two each day along with 
other Bible reading. 


“Nothing in recent years has meant so much,” this 
friend declares. “The first time I read the book through, 
there were some psalms which did not seem to mean 
so much. But now apart from my other reading I find 
there is something I need in the Psalms for me every day. 

We are glad to pass this thought along, convinced that 
many—though perhaps not all—will likewise find a 
personal blessing. The psalms are the Holy Spirit’s own 
guide to worship, prayer and praise. They mirror situa- 
tions and needs that are common to every Christian. 
They teach and help him in every circumstance—in joy 
and triumph, trial and sorrow—to turn to God. Again 
and again they say, “God is your help, your fortress, 
your portion. Trust and rejoice in Him!” 

These are themes that the pilgrim needs to hear re- 
peatedly. They are food for the soul which may well 
become part of the Christian’s daily nourishment. 


A Psalm for Today 

Times like those through which we are now going 
make it clear that it is virtually impossible to keep one’s 
balance and perspective without a basic faith in God. 

The balancing factor for man in a world gripped by 
fear is the truth that God controls history and the affairs 
of men, that He overrules the devices of nations and 
that He is our Protector, Keeper and Deliverer. 

With this in mind and in view of recent developments 
we suggest Psalm 33 as peculiarly a psalm for our day, 
quoting only a few of its verses which speak wisdom 
and strength. 

Rejoice in the Lord, O ye righteous; for praise is 
comely for the upright. 

By the word of the Lord were the heavens made; and 
all the host of them by the breath of his mouth. 

The Lord bringeth the counsel of the heathen to 
nought; he maketh the devices of the people of none 
effect.... 

Blessed is the nation whose God is the Lord; and the 
people whom he hath chosen for his own inheritance... . 

There is no king saved by the multitude of an host: 
a mighty man is not delivered by much strength. ... 

Let thy mercy, O Lord, be upon us, according as we 
hope in thee.

T was spring, and we were standing on the shore of a 
lake listening to the music of the ice breaking up 
as the waves came in. 

“Wonder why somebody hasn’t written a poem 
about the musical ice?” I said to my friend. “Such a 
lovely sound. Or better yet, it would make a delightful 
theme for a musical composition. I can just hear the 
flutes and oboes and the bells... .” 

“Maybe the poets and composers have never heard 

it,” my friend replied. “They probably go south for the 
winter!”

Listening to the music of the breaking 
ice, I thought again of how important 
are the little things in our lives. So 
easily our attention gets on what we’ve 
got and how to get more. If we have a 
piano, we want an organ. If we have a 
TV set, we want two, or colored, or a 
wvigger screen. If we have a Buick, we 
want a Cadillac. One of the prices we 
pay for bigger and better and longer 
automobiles and the spilling-over plenty 
of our living today is the deadening of 
our appreciation for “little” things. And 
very quickly it gets us where it hurts 
most—we cease to be grateful to God. 

A few years ago I met a family in 
Switzerland which showed me the im- 
portance of little things. At first I 
thought they were putting on a marvel- 
ous act. They had far less of this world’s 
goods than I had, yet they had a bub- 
bling-over joy that fairly annoyed me. 
Take the Bible, for instance. They would 
be moved to tears over a short passage, 
and that annoyed me. And it annoyed me 
even more because they seemed to under- 
stand what they read. 

The Bible didn’t move me at all. For 
years I had secretly wanted to under- 
stand it. In spite of the fact I had had 
a sound Christian background, I hadn’t 
believed in the Bible since my teens. But 
as a person interested in good literature 
I was ashamed that I knew little or noth- 
ing about the greatest book in the world. 

As a child I had been electrified by the 
gospel message. I believed—wholly, no 
holding back. I loved Jesus, and He 
lighted up my young life. Then—the light 
gradually went out. I experienced some- 
what the feeling a child has that first 
year he knows Santa Claus isn’t real. 
Not great, noisy disappointment, just 
gradual. For quite a while I had half 
suspected He wasn’t real. 

Then some time in my teens I came 
to the final conclusion that Christ 
couldn’t be real. How could He be? I had 
eyes in my head. I could see. If Christ 
were real, people would be excited about 
Him! If Christ were real, I reasoned, 
their lives would be shouting to the 
world, “We know the greatest secret 
there is!” Their lives would be outstand- 
ingly different. The people I knew who 
professed to be Christians were awfully 
calm about the One they called the 
Saviour of the world, and so ordinary. 
Nay, worse than that, dull. 
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Her life was cold and empty. Then friends 


So as an adult who had consciously 
shut Christ out of her life, I was sud- 
denly confronted with these “lighted-up” 
people in Switzerland. Well educated, 
cultured, they had a faith in the Bible I 
could only describe as childlike. 


+ SOMETHING way down deep inside me 
started stirring. I felt the ice begin to 
break up and my annoyance with them 
turned to longing. I wanted what my new 
friends had—what, I began to realize, 
I had put aside so many years ago. 

They told me quite simply, “You can 
have it! It’s a gift. All you have to do is 
believe Christ, accept Him as your Sav- 
iour, trust His Word, and follow Him. 
That’s all! He will do the rest.” 

Again I was annoyed. It sounded so 
simple. 

Don’t be a fool, someone seemed to 
whisper, your life is coming along nicely. 
Don’t let these fanatics get you upset. 
Of all the simple-minded things to say 
that all you have to do is believe Christ 
and He will do the rest... 

Yes, this was too simple. I pulled away. 
Then I saw my best friend do what they 
had said. “Believe,” they had told us. 
“Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ and 
you shall be saved. Turn to Him. Trust 
Him.” She did. And something which 
can’t be put into words happened to her. 

I drew near again. 

“In my teens I stopped believing the 
Bible was God’s Word,” I told our new 
friends. “You say it is. Maybe you're 
right.” Then I added brightly, “So I’m 
going to spend the next six months 
studying the Bible. Then I'll decide for 
mene... .” 

Nobody said anything. 

“T’ll decide for myself .. .” kept ring- 
ing in the air. Then it dwindled down 
to “Fl Gecide ... TU...” 

Finally all I could hear was “I...I1 

Then my Christian friend spoke gently. 
Oh, so gently. 

“You will never be able to understand 
the Bible by yourself. It is the Holy 
Spirit who opens our eyes. You have to 
accept Christ first, and then the Spirit 
will come to dwell in you, and teach 
you.” 

“All right,” I said quite simply. “I ac- 
cept Him.”

+ Srmpce? It has amazed me ever since. 
I did so little, yet in the riches of His 
mercy, He opened the way for me. Then 
the Holy Spirit started teathing me. 

I had said I accepted Christ because 
I wanted “something.” I was not con- 
scious of a great need for the Saviour. 
Sin was a foreign word to me. I was 
convinced it had nothing to do with me. 
I had my life well under control—I 
thought. Gradually I began to see myself 
as I was—not as I thought I was. The 
light came slowly. 

The light would have come sooner had 
I not held back for a long time clinging 
to the belief that I was a “special” case. 
I kept looking at my own set of circum- 
stances and quite convinced myself that 
God was powerless to help me. 

“It is all right for you to talk,” I 
would write off other testimonies, “but 
you don’t understand what I have to put 
up with...” 

Then one day I got honest with my- 
self. 

“You believe God made you.” 

I did. 

“Then God knows everything there is 
to know about you. He knows you in- 
finitely better than you know yourself. 
He sees exactly the situation you are in. 
He stands waiting to work a miracle in 
your life. Do you honestly believe your 
sad case is beyond the One who created 
you?” 

I put down the mirror and looked up 
to Him. 

What a release I had. Almost imme- 
diately. I even laughed. 

Mine was no “special” case. Only a 
stubborn one. I was a _ spoiled child 
stamping her foot and crying, “I want 
my way, and I’m going to have it!”” What 
an awful thing to be in rebellion against 
God! 

Then the Holy Spirit directed my read- 
ing to Isaiah. Would that more church 
people of the twentieth century would 
read Isaiah! It would change their living 
if they propped up the book of Isaiah 
against the sugar bowl in the morning 
instead of the newspaper. He is saying 
things more pertinent to our age than 
anything that anybody is writing today. 

Positionally Isaiah was to King Hez- 
ekiah what Mr. Dulles is to President 
Eisenhower. He said to his people: 
“Listen, everybody! Here’s the situation. 
You're all in rebellion against God!” 
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In rebeliion against God. Many of 
these people were indignant at his words. 
They were great churchgoers and great 
givers. Very religious people. And they 
had their religion well organized. Splen- 
did buildings. Big committee meetings. 
Fine program. Everybody “doing some- 
thing.” Considerable activity ... Bu 
God wasn’t pleased with all this. 

We have the witness before us: “Wash 
you, banish your evil ways, learn to do 
right . . . If ye be willing and obedient, 
ye shall eat the good of the land; but 
if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be de- 
voured with the sword: for the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it.” Isaiah again. 
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+ At last I recognized my position, in 
rebellion against God. Every man is in 
rebellion against God until he gets 
rightly related to Him in Christ Jesus. 
When the light finally broke through to 
my excuse-packed mind that my sin had 
helped to crucify Christ, it was the most 
shattering experience in my life. It broke 
my heart. 

And that was good. “The sacrifices of 
God are a broken spirit: a broken and a 
contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not de- 
spise,” said the psalmist. When God gets 
us into this state of meltedness, He can 
start doing things with us. 

So the little things that first attracted 
me to the friends in a Swiss chalet led 
to the greatest thing in my life, my salva- 
tion and position in Christ. I hope you 
are not trusting in the easy “love of God” 
way. Juke boxes purr softly, “God will 
always say, ‘Forgive!’” The popular song 
will tell you that God forgives anything, 
everything. As long as you're plugging 
along, He’ll overlook a lot of these little 
things you do, and the big things you 
don’t do... 

Don’t believe it! Forgiveness is not the 
casual matter the song makes out. It 
cost God His only Son! Don’t depend 
upon a popular song for your eternal 
salvation. 

Here’s Isaiah again: “Ho, every one 
that thirsteth, come ... come. . . come 
. . . Hear and your soul shall live... 
Seek ye the Lord while He may be 
found.” 

Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ and 
you shall be saved. There’s no other way. 

Yesterday I stopped down to listen to 
the “musical” ice. It was no longer sing- 
ing. It had hardened so the waves 
couldn’t break through. Only a little 
thing, but it spoke volumes to me. It was 
Isaiah again, echoing down through the 
years ... “Today if ye will hear His 
voice, harden not your hearts . . . Seek 
ye the Lord while He may be found.”

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Disciples... Up to a Point

NLY the day before, the Lord Jesus 
had fed the multitude—five thou- 
sand men, plus women and chil- 

dren. Then He had crossed the Sea 
of Galilee. Still the people followed, 
getting into boats and crossing the 
sea to Capernaum. 

And how did the Lord greet them? 
“Ye seek me, not because ye saw the 
miracles, but because ye did eat of 
the loaves, and were filled. Labor 
not for the meat which perisheth, 
but for that meat which endureth 
unto everlasting life, which the Son 
of man shall give unto you...” 

Then Jesus delivered a most sig- 
nificant discourse concerning Him- 
self, in which He revealed the in- 
structive purpose of the miraculous 
feeding of the multitude. He de- 
clared Himself to be the Bread of 
Life; only by eating of that divine 
Bread, He said, could men have eter- 
nal life. Then many of His disciples 
drew back, wondering and doubtful. 

Jesus, seeing their attitude, did 
not modify His position, but stated 
it even more strongly than before. 
As a result, according to John 6:66: 
“from that time many of His disci- 
ples went back, and walked no more 
with Him.” 


+ I think of these people as disci- 
ples up to a point. They were inter- 
ested in Jesus’ miracles, intrigued by 
His unique message, charmed by His 
winsome grace and captivated by 
His imperial personality, but they 
were unwilling and unable to follow 
Him into the realm of spiritual, re- 
demptive purpose. 

Jesus had drawn them—attracted 
them—so much so that, when He 
crossed the Sea of Galilee to Caper- 
naum, they all got into little boats 
to follow Him. I can picture that 
scene now—the sea sprinkled with 
little boats, borrowed, rented, char- 
tered, maybe even stolen; the men 
pulling on oars, the women watching 
and warning the children, while a 
thousand voices mixed in a mad 
bedlam of noise—and all of these 
people were following Jesus. 

The sight would thrill anyone 





whose idea of religious success is 
based on crowds and clamor and 
enthusiasm. But when they came to 
the Lord, He was not enthusiastic. 
He knew why they had come; they 
were seeking not for truth but for 
bread. They came not with hungry 
hearts and awakened consciences, 
but with an appetite for bread and 
fish. 

Now, bread and fish have their 
place in life, as Jesus had clearly 
demonstrated the day before, but 
what the Lord was so sorrowfully 
concerned about was that they 
thought bread and fish were more 
important than the health of the 
soul. They were drawn to Christ, 
yes; but it was a force that could 
not stand the test of real disciple- 
ship. 


+ Tue Lord's response to their ques- 
tion came as a complete surprise. 
Clearly it was not what they had 
hoped to hear. With visions of a so- 
cial and political revolution with re- 
sulting glory and plenty for them, 
they were amazed to hear Him speak 
of obedience, sacrifice, the cross, 
self-denial and other gloom-filled 


‘things. 


And so they turned back—repelled. 
Disciples up to a point, disciples to 
a certain degree, but disciples only 
in name! They were not ready to go 
with Him all the way; and so they 
“went back, and walked no more 
with Him.” 

Then, of those who remained, 
Jesus asked a poignant, pathetic 
question: “Will ye also go away?” 
And I think that question should 
pierce and probe the heart of each 
of us today. 


+ Where is it that your discipleship 
breaks down, that links you with 
that company who enjoyed the 
benefits of Jesus’ loving provision, 
but reneged at the cross of self- 
effacement? How far will you go 
with Him? Can you say from the 
heart, “Lord, I will follow Thee, 
whithersoever Thou goest”? Or “will 
ye also go away?”

OME years ago I engaged in a 
season of prayer with a num- 
ey" ber of brethren beloved in the 

P| Lord. One of them addressing 
God said something I have always re- 
membered. “Lord,” he said, “I thank 
Thee that Thou hast not made it easy 
to fail.” 

At first I thought that the statement 
was in error. After all, I saw a great deal 
of failure all about me. Beyond this was 
the fact that in my own life I certainly 
longed for far more of God than I had 
ever experienced. It seemed as though 
it was the easiest thing in the world to 
fail. 

But the more I thought about it, the 
more certain I was that I was wrong and 
that the brother was right. In spite of 
my failure and that of my fellow Chris- 
tians to appropriate what God has for us, 
it is still true that He has made abun- 
dant provision for His children to live for 
Him, “seeing that his divine power hath 
granted unto us all things that pertain 
unto life and godliness, through the 
knowledge of him that called us by his 
own glory and virtue” (II Pet. 1:3). 

Surely God has said exactly what He 
means, that He “hath granted unto us 
all things that pertain unto life and god- 
liness.” This is not a promise, it is not 
something that God says He will do in 
the future; it is something that is already 
done. If there is anything I need for life, 
if there is anything I need for holy living, 
God has already provided it. 


+ THINKING of God’s provision, I would 
like to consider with you what may be 
called the fourfold meaning of the cross 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
First of all, of course, it is the place of 
atonement, the place of expiation for 
sin. In order to be a Christian at all it 
is necessary to recognize this fact. 

God has pronounced sentence upon all 
men, in that all have sinned, and the 
wages of sin is death. The way of deliv- 
erance must be found somewhere beyond 
man. In the grace of God, He sent His 
Son into human history. 

The Lord Jesus Christ actually became 
man. He was born of the virgin Mary. 
He lived a life that completely honored 
God in every respect. His friends could 
say of Him, “who did no sin; neither 
was guile found in his mquth” (I Pet. 
2:22). Yet the fact of history is that 
Christ died. 
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the light 


you there? 


Such a death demands an explanation. 
If death is the result of sin and the Lord 
Jesus Christ did not sin, then the ques- 
tion must be, What is the meaning of 
His death? 

The simple answer to that question is 
the old gospel story—He took your place, 
He took my place. This is no subtle 
theory of the atonement. It is the plain, 
clear statement of the Word of God— 
“Christ died for our sins’ (I Cor. 15:3). 
The third day He rose again from the 
dead and ever liveth to save to the utter- 
most all who come unto God by Him. 

Thank God for the gospel of His grace 
which brings forgiveness, eternal life, the 
blessing of God to those who do not de- 
serve it, but who as poor lost sinners 
plead only the precious blood of Christ. 
Here most certainly is the first meaning 
of Calvary. There is no use talking of 
any other meaning unless we have em- 
braced this truth. There is nothing more 
for us here until we have entered into 
this great salvation so lovingly provided 
by our gracious God. 


+ THE second meaning of the cross has 
to do with the defeat of Satan, the great 
enemy of our souls. I trust that long 
since you have discovered that the cross 
does not mark the defeat of the Son of 
God. Our blessed Lord did not die as a 
martyr; He did not even die merely to 
set before us the supreme example of 
devotion to principle. His death was 
glorious victory. 

Turn to the first promise of the coming 
Redeemer in Genesis 3:15. This word 
was spoken by God to Satan, and yet 
within it is a great promise for man. 
Said our God, “I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed: he shall bruise thy 
head, and thou shalt bruise his heel.” 

It is true that the Seed of the woman 
was bruised as to His heel; however, it

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should be noticed that in that bruising 
He was to bruise the head of the ser- 
pent. From the very outset the Seed of 
the woman, the Son of God, born of the 
virgin Mary, was prophesied to be the 
victor. 

Just before our Lord went to the cross 
He uttered a statement which definitely 
corroborates this truth. The coming of 
the Greeks (John 12:20 ff.) seemed to 
be some kind of sign which our Lord 
understood as betokening the hour for 
which He had come into the world. He 
immediately spoke of His death. It is 
in that context that these words are to 
be found: “Now is the judgment of this 
world: now shall the prince of this world 
be cast out. And I, if I be lifted up from 
the earth, will draw all men unto my- 
self” (John 12:31, 32). 

Note that our Lord said, “Now shall the 
prince of this world be cast out.” The 
very basis of the eviction of Satan from 
his sphere of authority is the blood of 
the cross. 

It is true that Satan has asserted his 
supremacy. It is also true that the Bible 
speaks of him as the god of this age, as 
the prince of the powers of the air, as 
the prince of this world. The same 
blessed Book speaks of this world lying 
in the evil one (I John 5:19). However, 
the devil’s dominion is not an everlast- 
ing one. Already he has been met in mor- 
tal combat and has been defeated at 
the cross. 

According to the Word of God, the 
happy day will come when Satan will 
be bruised under our feet (Rom. 16:20); 
the day will come when only one angel 
will be needed to execute the verdict that 
is already delivered, and Satan shall be 


- bound in the abyss (Rev. 20:1-3). 


But there is another passage which we 
should at least mention. It is the divine 
interpretation of the prophetic utter- 
ances at which we have already looked. 
“And you, being dead through your tres- 
passes ... did he make alive together 
with him, having forgiven us all our tres- 
passes; having blotted out the bond writ- 
ten in ordinances that was against us 

. Nailing it to the cross; having de- 
spoiled the principalities and the powers, 
he made a show of them openly, tri- 
umphing over them in it’’ (Col. 2:13-15). 

It is quite apparent that forgiveness 
(v. 13), the cancelation of our indebted- 
ness (v. 14) and the wonderful language 
of victory (v. 15) all have to do with Cal- 
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Because of the cross, no believer needs to be defeated. 


vary. At the cross the Son of God de- 
spoiled the evil principalities and powers, 
triumphing over the evil forces of the 
devil. 

No child of God therefore has to be 
beaten by the devil. The devil has great 
power, he has great authority which he 
has usurped for himself; but no child of 
God needs to be his victim. What does 
the Word of God say? “Be subject there- 
fore unto God; but resist the devil, and 
he will flee from you” (Jas. 4:7). (Will 
you notice that before the devil is to be 
resisted there is to be subjection unto 
God?) Also, “Be sober, be watchful; your 
adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour: whom withstand steadfast in 
your faith” (I Pet. 5:8, 9). 

Again: “And they overcame him be- 
cause of the blood of the Lamb, and be- 
cause of the word of their testimony; 
and they loved not their life even unto 
death” (Rev. 12:11). This one who is 
overcome by the children of God is none 
other than Satan, the deceiver of the 
whole world (Rev. 12:9). The child of 
God is to take his stand in faith; he is 
to give his word of testimony; further- 
more, he is in utter consecration and 
dedication to God to put his devotion to 
the Lord even before life itself, he is to 
love not his life even unto death. 

Victory over the evil one is based on 
the triumph of our Lord on the cross. 
His blood is the basis of victory. As God’s 
children we may enter in on the basis 
of faith and surrender to the will of God. 


+ THE third meaning of the cross is per- 
haps best brought to our attention by 
asking the question, Who died on the 
cross? Of course, our blessed Lord died 
on the cross; but who else died there? 
“Knowing this, that our old man was 
crucified with him, that the body of sin 
might be done away, that so we should 
no longer be in bondage to sin; for he 
that hath died is justified from sin. But 
if we died with Christ, we believe that 
we shall also live with him” (Rom. 
§:6-8). 

God says that our old man was cruci- 
fied with Christ. A number of words are 
used in the Bible to describe what man 
is by nature—old man, body of sin, flesh, 
sin. Three references will provide one 
example of each (Rom. 6:6; 7:17; 8:3). 
The old man refers to what we were be- 
for the new birth. The flesh (when it 
has moral significance) has to do with 
the “self-life,” the life—as suggested by 
Bishop Moule—which has self as its 
working center. The other expressions 
(body of sin, sin) emphasize the total 
depravity (extensively, not intensively) 
of the Adamic nature which each of us 
has.

Our nature is sinful. God’s Word 
speaks of believers: “who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit,” and 
affirms that the mind of the flesh is not 
only hostile to God, but is hostility (en- 
mity) itself (Rom. 8:4-8). 

Now, when Romans 6 carries the di- 
vine assertion that the old man was in 
God’s sight crucified with the Lord Jesus 
Christ on the cross, believe it. At this 
juncture do not raise any question as to 
why this is so, how this is so, or what 
should be done about it. Let us simply 
face the fact and believe that what God 
says is true. 

God’s servant, the apostle Paul, entered 
into this truth and could say, “I have 
been crucified with Christ; and it is no 
longer I that live, but Christ liveth in 
me: and that life which I now live in 
the flesh I live in faith, the faith which 
is in the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself up for me” (Gal. 2:20). 

Will you notice that in this verse of 
testimony the apostle Paul is definitely 
claiming exactly what he said God gave 
to him by revelation in Romans 6? Like- 
wise, you and I may definitely count 
upon. God's Word as absolutely true, that 
in a judicial sense, in a positional sense, 
that which is antagonistic in me to God 
has been crucified with Christ. 

In the light of these facts we are first 
exhorted to reckon ourselves to be dead 
indeed to sin but alive unto God (Rom. 
6:11); second, to present ourselves unto 
God as alive from the dead, and our 
members as instruments of righteousness 
unto God (Rom. 6:13). 

You and I are to reckon as true what 
God says is true. That involves faith. 
You and I are to present or yield our 
members unto God. That is surrender. 
An actual, absolute yielding of all that 
we are and have to God for His will, 
coupled with a living, wholehearted trust 
in Him to do what He promises to do— 
these are the keys which open the door 
to victory over self. 


+ But there is a fourth meaning to Cal- 
vary, and one which completes the pic- 
ture in giving us the full triumph of our 
Lord over all the enemies of the Chris- 
tian. For many centuries the fathers of 
the church have taught that the world, 
the flesh and the devil are the three foes 
which the Christian has to face. The 
cross deals plainly with the devil and 
with self. Does it deal with the world as 
well? Indeed it does. 

It is very interesting to look at Gala- 
tians 6:14 in the American Standard 
Version. “But far be it from me to glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, through which the world has been 
crucified unto me and I unto the world.” 
This passage clearly states that the cross 


of Christ becomes the place where the 
world is crucified to the believer and 
the believer is crucified to the world. 

The world of which we are talking is 
the world under the control of the evil 
one. It is that world concerning which 
God says, “Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him” (I John 2:15). 

The world has its appeal, its charm, 
and more than one Christian has on 
occasion succumbed to its temptations. 
It dangles before us all sorts of tempta- 
tions, yet there are actually only three 
things this world can offer us. They are 
pleasures, possessions and_ position 
(I John 2:16). The appeal to us is three- 
fold: to our appetite, to our avarice, to 
our ambition. 

All that is in the world that would 
seek to ensnare us, to take us out of the 
will of God to tread the forbidden paths 
which are proscribed by the Word of 
God, is transient (I John 2:17). But 
it presents an overpowering tempta- 
tion. How may we find deliverance? 

It is at the cross that all values take 
on their proper perspective. Looked at 
from Calvary, the solicitations to evil on 
the part of the world assume the hideous 
appearance which actually characterizes 
them. For the obedient Christian the 
world which ridicules the cross of Christ 
suddenly finds itself impaled on that very 
cross. The world becomes the repulsive 
thing it is to the spiritually sensitive 
soul who means business with God. 

That same Christian, though he may 
fear the allurements of the world and 
have no confidence in himself to face 
them, will, if he is utterly devoted to 
God and walking in faith, find that he 
need not fight the battle himself; he will 
find the ungodly world to be the thing 
it is actually, an object of scorn, a cruci- 
fied thing. Similarly he finds that he is 
an object of scorn to the world, and he 
becomes a crucified thing to it. 

Many of us, wondering how we would 
be received by those who have been our 
companions prior to our conversion, have 
had the answer without seeking very far. 
We have found that to live out-and-out 
for God, to take our stand in consecra- 
tion and faith, means that the problem 
is solved of itself. It has not been a 
question of giving up anybody; it has 
been a fact that we have already been 
given up. 

The cross assumes transcendent im- 
portance in the victory of the child of 
God over the world, over the flesh and 
over the devil. Such is one of the blessed 
provisions of God for triumphant living, 
a provision which through the years has 
been laid hold of by God’s people. It is 
His provision for you and me today. END

T was a gala occasion at the Grace Children’s Home in 
| Henderson, Neb. One of the girls had returned to be mar- 

ried; young men and women were flocking home from col- 

leges and jobs all across the country like members of a big, 

noisy, happy family. 

When the ceremony was over and the last car had driven 
away, one of the girls in the home approached John Barkman, 
superintendent and founder. He looked at her questioningly. 
Ever since Nellie (as we will call her) had come to the Home, 
she had been a problem. Before that she had been a problem 
to her parents in Milwaukee and to the local authorities. 

“That girl doesn’t know the meaning of morality,” the 
arresting officer had told the Barkmans when they had come 
to get her. “You won’t be able to do anything with her.” 

Now, however, Barkman realized Nellie was serious. “Dad 
Barkman,” she began when they were alone. “I’ve never known 
what I wanted out of life before, but I know now. I want to 
have a Christian husband like that girl today, and a Christian 
wedding with all the kids there, just like a family.” 

This was the opportunity for which her adopted father had 
been waiting. “It was simple to point her to the Lord Jesus,” 
he said, remembering. “After that it was wonderful to watch 
that faith of hers bud and flower.” 


+ JOHN BaRKMAN, now white haired and portly, has watched 
the faith of many young people flower in a similar way since 
he launched the Grace Children’s Home during the drouth 
and hard times of 1936. 

During this time he has seen his vision of a home which 
would welcome neglected, rebellious and seemingly incor- 
rigible boys and girls become a reality—an instrument in 
God’s hands for making dedicated Christian men and women. 
Indeed, what is taking place at the home in Henderson is 
daily proof that the gospel of salvation and the Bible’s meth- 
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"Home" is a good place, as can be seen by the way former members of the "family" of Grace Children's Home come back on special occasions.

ods of rearing children hold the only real answer to the U.S. 
problem of juvenile delinquency. 

Today the six cottages, administration and other buildings 
which make up Grace Children’s Home provide this kind of 
care for some forty boys and girls. A staff of ten looks after 
these youngsters who range in age from one to eighteen years. 
This Christian “family” lives and works and plays together as 
God changes lives. 

Amazingly, this work goes on unsupported by public agen- 
cies or organizations. A group of loyal Christian friends sup- 
plies its needs. And though staff salaries have been low and 
facilities limited by some standards, its youngsters have priv- 
ileges. If they wish, they may spend the last two years of high 
school in a Bible academy. College training is also available 
for those who want it. Currently, ten are away at school, sup- 
ported in full or in part by the Home. Most know the Lord 
Jesus as Saviour by the time they leave, and many are in 
full time Christian service. 

When children leave the Home as young men and women, 
it is still home to them, the place they go to on vacations 
and leaves, the place the girls insist upon coming back to to 
be married. And Father and Mother Barkman are still Dad 
and Mom. 


+ Back in 1932 the Children’s Home was just a dream of the 
Barkmans, a dream that persisted when John graduated from 
Moody Bible Institute and took a church on the parched 
prairies of Nebraska. 

Eight or nine years before they had taken a girl refugee 
from Russia and reared her as their own. That sparked the 
vision that was not to die until the Home finally came into 
being. 

It was in 1936 that Barkman called a meeting in the Hen- 
derson gymnasium, where he outlined his plans. 
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“Many who were there that night couldn’t see that a need 
existed,” he says, “and most of them didn’t think it was 
possible to raise the money.” 

But they borrowed $250 and began to work. 

“It’s a good idea,” one skeptic said, “but where will you 
get the children?” 

The answer to that question came before the Home was 
ready. Shelves weren’t up in the pantry when police from 
Montana called and asked if they could take four children. 
Abandoned by their parents, the youngsters had been sleeping 
under the depot platform. 


+ From the very beginning Barkman insisted upon a method 
of child care that has become accepted by progressive insti- 
tutions everywhere. 

“We looked around,” he says, “and saw that the cottage 
system comes the closest to providing normal home life for 
children who have probably never known it before.” 

Not over six children are placed in the care of a consecrated 
young woman or couple. They live together and pray together 
as a family. The responsibility for discipline and spiritual 
growth is largely in the hands of the house parents. Children 
are taught to respect and obey them. 

Before long the home was crowded to capacity. It has been 
that way ever since. The case histories in the files have a 
familiar ring: drunkenness, immorality, separation in the 
home. Children from homes like these crowd Grace Children’s 
Home. The only crime of some of them is that they have no 
one to look after them. Others are well known to law enforce- 
ment officers. 

There was the six-year-old youngster whose mother was an 
alcoholic and whose father was a cheap crook. His mother 
would go on a weekend drunk, leaving the boy locked in the 
house without food. He soon learned that it was a simple

One of our Missionaries writes: “As 
soon as the Day of Atonement was 
over I received a telephone call 
from Mr. K. who jokingly inquired 
of me, “Guess where I was today?” 
and added, “In the synagogue.” 


Every year this man goes through 
the same emotional upset. He does 
not believe in the ritual, nor in the 
efficacy of the Day of Atonement. 
He is a great admirer of our Saviour 
and frequently studies the New 
Testament. Yet when the Day of 
Atonement comes he feels he must 
join his brethren in the synagogue, 
and then he comes home with a 
spiritual “Katzenjammer.” 





When I asked him, “Why do you go 
to the Synagogue?” his answer was, 
“We Jews are slaves to our tradi- 
tion, even though it does not satisfy 
our spiritual needs. We live in a 
religious past and are afraid to give 
up our traditions because we have 
nothing to take their place.” 


On the other hand, Jewish people 
who regained their living faith in 
God through the Lord Jesus Christ, 
Israel’s Messia, cannot get enough 
of the fulness and satisfaction which 
they have found in Him. Mrs. A., 
a Jewish lady, said recently to me: 
“Since we have accepted the Lord 
Jesus, life has become so different. 
We are only sorry for the lost years. 
I cannot understand how we man- 
aged to live without Him.”

of some sort after a child of this type 
has been placed with us. Usually it makes 
them think seriously and they’ll listen 
when we talk with them about the Lord. 
They know when we stand by them in 
this sort of trouble that we do it because 
we love them. I’m confident God is going 
to give us this boy for Himself sooner or 
later.” 

The people of Henderson are very un- 
derstanding and cooperative and patient 
in cases like that, Barkman hastened to 
add. And so are the county and local 
officials in nearby York. They recognize 
what the Barkmans and their staff are 
trying to do and endeavor to help all 
they can. i 


There are no easy answers, no magic | 
formulas to solve the problems. “But this | 


much I do know,” the genial superin- 
tendent continues, “we can’t change 
character by threats or any other severe 
methods. Only the power of God can 
do that, by transforming the life.” 


+ THEY do, however, couple sound meth- 
ods with equally sound spiritual training. 
When a child is brought to the Home 
under difficult circumstances a six month 
separation from his former environ- 
ment is generally enforced. Old asso- 
ciations must be broken and time allowed 
for new ones to be formed. 

One lad, when given the opportunity 
to return to his parents, elected to re- 


main at the Home. “I’ve taken Christ as | 


my Saviour,” he explained, “and I don’t 
want to take a chance of getting back in 
with my old gang.” 

Discipline is made to fit the offense. 
When a boy lies, for example, he is made 
to memorize ten or twenty verses on 
lying. Then Dad Barkman or another 
member of the staff sits and reasons with 
him, pointing out that the way to suc- 
cess is to be honest, frugal and to have 
concern for his fellow man rather than 
for himself. 

“Tt’s surprising how well that works,” 
one of the workers said. 

In order to teach the youngsters sound

for the children. Money they have earned 
and saved is put in the bank and they 
can write checks against it. In order to 
teach them to take care of their own be- 
longings, anything that is left lying 
about is put in a penalty box and a fine 
of two cents is exacted to get it out. 

“We provide an opportunity for all the 
children to work and earn a little 
money,” Barkman says. “When this one 
lad came in he had three or four dollars 
and we couldn’t get him to work at all. 
But he was as careless as any ten-year- 
old, so he usually had something in the 
penalty box. You should have seen him 
write out a check to redeem his property. 
He had the flourish of a millionaire!” 

Mr. Barkman chuckled at this point. 

“And then his account ran out. In 
about a week he was very glad to work 
with the rest of the fellows!” 

Each child is expected to assume some 
responsibility. “When I first came here,” 
one girl testified, “I was so small that I 
had to have almost everything done for 
me. But now I can take over my share of 
the work.” 

The Home stresses prayer as a matter 
of importance in the life of each boy and 
girl, with a special emphasis on Scrip- 
ture memorization. With the children 
living in small family groups the success 
of the Home as a spiritual force has, in 
large measure, been the result of the 
quality of workers that have served there. 

Independent in origin and policy, the 
Children’s Home is staffed by workers 
from eight conservative denominations. 

The desire to go on to college is im- 
planted in a youngster early. Although 
funds are often low, they are never too 
low to help the fellow or girl who needs 
help to go to school. Barkman has per- 
suaded several schools to give his chil- 
dren a discount, and others to give them 
work preference. Those away at school 
are encouraged to spend their vacations 
at the home where they are a source of 
inspiration to the others. Workers are 
constantly emphasizing the need and 
importance of education.

Apples 


it is the language of the heart. 
It tells the true believer in 
Jesus Christ how to pray, how 
to have fellowship with God, how to wor- 
ship in adoration. So, without any doubt, 
it is a wonderful book for our devotional 
study. 

In this book of Psalms, the longest 
book of the Bible, we find the longest 
chapter of the Bible, Psalm 119, every 
verse of which has something to say 
about the Word of God. “Command- 
ments,” “statutes,” “testimonies,” “word,” 
“precepts,” “law,” “judgments’’—all these 
terms point to the same thing: the living 
Word of the living God. 

From this wonderful psalm, for our 
meditation, I have chosen four verses 
directly concerning God’s Word, and four 
verses concerning prayer. They are like 
“apples of gold in pictures of silver” 
(Prov. 25:11). 


+ To begin with, let us look at verse 11. 
This verse tells us what the Word of 
God can do for us. “Thy word have I hid 
in mine heart, that I might not sin 
against Thee.” 

Here is a very precious possession, in 
a very precious place, for a very precious 
purpose: that I might not sin against 
God. Sin is our great enemy. He that 
sinneth is the “servant of sin.” Who 
would like to be a servant in such bond- 
age? “His name shall be called Jesus, 
for he shall save His people from their 
sins” (Matt. 1:21). 

The whole world today is longing for 
freedom. Some have paid a great price 
for it. But where is the freedom? Free- 
dom comes only through the Word of 
God. “The truth shall set you free.” Only 
by sending out God's light and God’s 
truth will we offer the world real free- 
dom. To open their eyes, to turn them 
from darkness to light, from the power 
of Satan unto God, that they might re- 
ceive forgiveness of sin and an inherit- 
ance among the saints—that is our 
mission and our work. 


+ VeRSE 54: “Thy statutes have been my 


of Gold 


from Psalm 119 


songs in the house of my pilgrimage.” 

Dear friends, we are all pilgrims here. 
We have no country. But we seek one to 
come, whose Builder and Maker is God. 

I understand this word “pilgrim” very 
well because in the land of China, for 
seven months in the year, I was away 
from my home preaching the gospel of 
the Lord Jesus. Then God sent me to the 
islands, then to Southeast Asia, then to 
Australia and New Zealand, and to other 
parts of the world. And so I know very 
well what it means to be a pilgrim. But 
thank God, in our pilgrimage He has 
given us a song. “Thy statutes have been 
my songs.” 

One time I came into a country where 
they did not recognize my passport, be- 
cause I lived in Java, Indonesia. They 
would not recognize the state. So I was 
a man without a country. They said, 
“What is your denomination?” I said, 
“I don’t belong to any particular denom- 
ination.” So I was churchless. They said, 
“Where is your home?” I said, “I live 
in a suitcase.” So I was homeless. 

Next day, the newspaper came out and 


‘said, “Here is a missionary who is state- 


less, churchless, homeless—but not God- 
less.” I am glad for that, for that is the 
most important thing. 

We can say of the Lord, He is “my 
exceeding jov” (Ps. 43:4). He gives 
us songs in the night. After He brought 
us up from the horrible pit, from the 
miry clay, and set our feet upon the Rock 
He put a new song in our mouth (Ps 
40:2, 3). First He brought us up, and 
then He tuned us up. So we have a sing- 
ing faith, a singing religion, a “joy un- 
speakable and full of glory” (I Pet. 1:8). 


+ VERSE 72: “The law of thy mouth is 
better unto me than thousands of gold 
and silver.” The Word of God makes us 
rich. 

We may be poor in earthly possessions, 
but we are rich in Christ. We have 
something that the gold and silver of 
the world cannot buy. Peter said, “Gold 
and silver have I none .. . but in the 
name of Jesus Christ, rise up and walk” 
(Acts 3:6). Thank God for riches like

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that—riches untold. The Word of God 
is better than silver and gold. 

If we want to be rich Christians—rich 
in faith, rich in spiritual experience— 
the only thing we can do is let the Word 
of Christ dwell in our hearts richly in 
all wisdom (Col. 3:16). The Word of God 
makes us rich. 


+ Verse 98: “Thou through thy com- 
mandments hast made me wiser than 





|mine enemies: for they are ever with 
| me.” 
| Notice that the word is not enemy but 
| enemies. We Christians are facing three 
| enemies—the world, the flesh, and the 
| devil. The world is the enemy outside; 
| the flesh is the enemy inside; and the 
| devil is the enemy downside. He is the 
| “prince of the power of the air.” But 
“sreater is He that is in you than he that 
is in the world” (I John 4:4). 

“They are ever with me.” That is, the 
enemies are still here. But God has a way 
to make us wiser than they. When people 
get away from the Word of God, the 
world is their wisdom. But “the wise men 
|are ashamed, they are dismayed and 
taken: lo, they have rejected the word 
of the Lord; and what wisdom is in 
them?” 

Now, you see, there are many great big 
men of this world, diplomats, statesmen, 
and they are ashamed, they are taken, 
they do not know what to do. Why? Be- 
cause, for one thing, they have rejected 
the Word of God. And what wisdom is in 
them? But God gives His promise to His 
children: “If any of you lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God, that giveth to all 
man liberally and upbraideth not” 
(James 1:5). He will give to us wisdom, 
righteousness—everything we need! 

Many times I have come to a place 
where I have not known what to do. I 
could only look to God for wisdom and 
guidance. Once I was traveling in Pales- 
tine from the Israeli side to go over no- 
man’s-land to the Arab side, to Trans- 
| jordan. 

When I got there they wanted my 
passport. I said, “Here is my passport.” 
The man looked at it and said, “Where 
is your visa?” I said, “I’m very sorry; I 
haven’t got a visa.” “You want to come 
into our country without a visa? Can you 
go back?” “No, I cannot go back now.” 
“But we cannot take you! What are you 
going to do?” 

It was a very awkward position. I could 
not go forward, I could not go backward. 
The only thing left was to go upward. 
So I looked to God in prayer. 

Then the man picked up the telephone 
and spoke to the Arab Legion. I heard 
him mention my name in Chinese, and 
the rest I could not understand. 

Then I prayed, and the Lord gave me 
a new idea. I drew a big breath and went 
to him and said, “Mister, I want to ask 








you a question.” He said, “What is it?” 
Moody Monthly 
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“When I was in China I heard a proverb, 
a saying, that when you are under the 
roof of an Arab you are safe. Is that 
right?” “Yes, that is right.” “Now, I am 
under the roof of an Arab. Am I safe?” 
He looked at me and bellowed: “Oh, you 
are safe! You are safe! We will take good 
care of you! Do not worry! 
safe!” Just that little word opened the 
door. Afterwards I had an audience with 


the king of Jordan in the great city of | 


Amman. 

How wonderfully God can open doors! 
He will give wisdom in the time when 
we need Him most. He makes us “wiser 
than our enemies.” 

So, here we have four blessings given 
to us through the Word of God: free- 
dom from sin, a song in our pilgrimage, 
riches untold in Christ, and wisdom 
above our enemies. There is much more 
in this psalm concerning the blessings of 
God’s holy Word—He makes us sweet, 
He makes us righteous, He is our herit- 
age, He gives us peace—and ever so much 
more. And what more can we want if 
we only know the power of God’s Word? 


+ But we must go on briefly to some 
verses concerning prayer. You know, 
prayer is like adding another wing to the 
“They shall mount up with wings 
(Isa. 40:31). The first wing is 


eagle. 
as eagles” 


the Word of God, and the second is 


prayer. 

Here is the prayer that I find in verse 
17: “Deal bountifully with thy servant, 
that I may live, and keep thy word.” 

Deal bountifully! How much we need 
to pray this! We want God to deal boun- 
tifully with us. These are extraordinary 
days and we need to be extraordinary 
Christians. 

But why do we want God’s dealings 
with us? “That I may live.” Life does not 
begin at forty. Life begins with God’s 
dealings with us. “He that hath the Son 
hath life, and He that hath not the Son 
of God hath not life” (I John 5:12). “I 
am come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abun- 
dantly” (John 10:10). 


+ Now verse 18: “Open thou mine eyes, 


that I may behold wondrous things out 


of thy law.” 

He gives us a wonderful life to live, 
and wonderful things to see. Life always 
comes before sight. Without life, vou 
cannot see. Then we are to pray: “Open 
thou my eyes.” This is a wonderful 
prayer for just before Bible reading. 


+ VERSE 27: 
the way of thy precepts: so shall I talk 
of thy wondrous works.” That I may live 
a wonderful life, that I may see wonder- 
ful things, and that I may talk—“talk 
of thy wondrous works.” 


I say, when we live this wonderful life 
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and see the wonderful things, then we 
cannot be silent. Like Peter and John, 
concerning the things which we have 
seen and heard “we cannot but speak” 
(Acts 4:20). We have two kinds of 
Christians: those who cannot speak and 


those who cannot but speak. May God 


have us to be among those who cannot 
but speak, because there is fire in our 
bones and our heart is overflowing and 
we have a message to give. 

After I became a Christian I figured 
that I was a debtor, and I wanted to 
preach. So I started out as an evangelist, 
preaching the gospel in my own country. 
And do you know that last year marked 
150 years of missionary work in the land 
of China? The first missionary, Dr. Mor- 
rison, landed on our shores in 1807, and 
today there are one million professing 
Christians. 

I believe the time has come for Chinese 
Christians to catch the missionary vision, 
to take up the missionary challenge, to 
organize our own missionary society, and 
to send out our own missionaries to carry 
the gospel to the regions beyond. 

In 1929, after I made a tour to the 
islands of Southeast Asia, I saw that 21 
million Chinese lived outside the main- 
land of China. That means there were 
more Chinese outside of China than the 
population of Australia and New Zealand 
and Canada put together, and very little 
work was being done among them. So we 
organized the Chinese Foreign Mission- 
ary Union, the first of its type in the his- 
tory of China. And now we have about 
twenty workers working in seventeen dif- 


| ferent stations including Indonesia and 


| 
| 


Indo-China. I look to the Lord to extend 
this work. 

+ Now let us go on to verse 37: “Turn 
away mine eyes from beholding vanity; 
and quicken thou me in thy way.” 

God has given us eyes. Eyes are for two 
purposes: one is to open, and the other 
is to close. If you open the eyes all the 
time, then you certainly will go blind and 
get tired. There is also a time to close the 
eyes, and this is one of them. “Turn 
away mine eyes from beholding vanity.” 





I challenge some Christians to put | 
| this verse on their television sets. It be- 


gins with “T” and ends with “V,” so it 
would be appropriate, you know. “Turn 
away mine eyes”: T; “from beholding 
vanity”: V. And there are many things 
not worth while to look at. And the pur- 
pose of it: that I may be revived, “quick- 
ened in thy way.” 

These verses on prayer and God’s 
Word—how wonderful they are! Just a 
few chosen at random, but I feel they 
will meet our need. 

Dear friends, how can we carry on the 
task the Lord has given us? How can we 
face the day’s problems? Only as we 
know the preciousness of the Word of 


| God, and experience the power of prayer.

+ ALTHOUGH the relationship between the 


Grace Children’s Home and the State 
Welfare Authorities has been good, there 
have been occasions when they differed 
on the success that could be expected in 
certain cases. 

In one of these the Welfare case 


worker expressed the doubt that one | 


child could ever learn. Intelligence tests 
had shown that he was feeble-minded 





and ought to be in an _ institution 
equipped to care for such cases. 
Barkman prevailed upon them, how- | 
ever, and was permitted to keep the lad. 
In three or four years, under the kind, 
sympathetic treatment at the Home, he 
had climbed to the top of his class. In a 
imilar case, another boy who was said 
to be unable to get through the first 
erade is now finishing high school and 
is planning to be a missionary. 

There have been many crises in the life 
of the Grace Children’s Home, but none 
like the one that came on November 27, 
1956. That day the furnace exploded and 
set the main building on fire. 

While the firemen were fighting the 
blaze, one of the house mothers went into 
a bedroom in her quarters in another 
building and found two of her small boys 
kneeling. 

“O God,” one of them was praying, 
“don’t let our ‘building burn! Don’t let 
it burn!” 

Across the way an elderly woman was 
echoing the same prayer. The building 
didn’t burn. Before the smoke had 
cleared away, the Barkmans and the 
staff had begun to plan to rebuild. 

The cost of the fire was staggering— | 
$40,000—but no one was injured. A new | 
furnace has been installed’ and the in- | 
terior of the building refinished. The 
funds have come in to keep the bills on 
a current basis. 

John Barkman’s eyes glow as he speaks 
of the future. 

“If only we had the funds to build 
modern, fireproof cottages,” he says, “and 
enough of them so there wouldn’t be any 
waiting list in our files. There are so 
many, many children who need help!” 





+ A JUDGE in a nearby town put it an- 
other way. “We’ve had a great deal of 
experience with the Grace Children’s |

HE volume we are about to review will 
T ve considered with some detail be- 
cause of its threefold importance. First, 
it is the first substantial Bible dictionary 
written from a definitely conservative 
viewpoint to be published since The Dic- 
tionary of the Bible, edited by Dr. John 
D. Davis, was last revised by him in 1924. 
Secondly, this is the first Bible dictionary 
to be edited by one with a premillennial 
view of Biblical eschatology since Canon 
Fausset’s Englishman’s Critical and Ezx- 
pository Bible Encyclopedia was issued 
eighty years ago. Thirdly, this represents 
the largest original publication under- 
taken by Moody Press, and it is thus 
identified with the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, a veritable bulwark of the faith 
during the last seventy years. 

The editor of this work, Dr. Merrill F. 
Unger, has been Professor of Old Testa- 
ment Studies at Dallas Theological Sem- 
inary since 1948, and is the author of 
some ten volumes, among which Archae- 
ology and the Old Testament and Bibli- 
cal Demonology will remain standard 
works in their respective fields for some 
time. As the preface indicates, this new 
publication is a revision of a work that 
appeared at the beginning of our cen- 
tury, The People’s Bible Encyclopedia, 
edited by Charles Randall Barnes with 
the assistance of nine Biblical scholars 
of that day. My own rather careful ex- 
amination of various portions of the 
volume has led me to conclude that 
three-fourths of the material in this new 
encyclopedia is taken directly, paragraph 
for paragraph, from the earlier work by 
Barnes. Because of this, I personally 
think that the volume should have been 
called The Unger-Barnes Bible Encyclo- 
pedia, as the new Westminster Diction- 
ary is referred to as the Davis-Gehman 
Dictionary. 

Because more than one-half of this

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work was completed before this century 
began, we might consider for a moment 
the men responsible for the original 
work. The editor himself, Charles Ran- 
dall Barnes, proves to be a most elusive 
individual. His name is not found in any 
biographical work that I know of (Who’s 
Who in America, the Schaff-Herzog En- 
cyclopedia, etc.). The second edition car- 
ries the words “New York University” 
beneath his name, but a word from that 
institution tells me he was never a mem- 
ber of that faculty. Three contributing 
editors were well known: Dr. R. W. 
Rogers (1864-1930), the famous Assyr- 
iologist of Drew Seminary; Dr. George 
E. Post, the authority on Palestinian 
botany of his day; and Dr. J. F. McCurdy, 
author of History, Prophecy and the 
Monuments, etc. Included here also is 
Dr. H. A. Buttz (1835-1920), professor in 
and president of Drew Theological Sem- 
inary for forty years, though not a well- 
known writer. The other four men were 
comparatively obscure. 


+ LeET us now turn to the volume before 
us. Dr. Unger received his Ph.D. degree 
at Johns Hopkins University, studying 
under Biblical scholar and archaeologist, 
Dr. William Albright. We consequently 
expect, and find, some excellent archae- 
ological sections. Among Dr. Unger’s own 
extensive, signed contributions to this 
revision are the articles on Ai, Apocry- 
pha, Aramaic, Armageddon, Ashurbani- 
pal, the Dead Sea Scrolls, the Deluge, 
and fine supplementary sections on ar- 
chaeological aspects of the more prom- 
inent characters of the Old Testament, 
as Abraham, David, Solomon, Manasseh, 
etc. There is also a good discussion of the 
Patriarchal Age, and of the Plagues of 
Egypt. As a result of his authoritative 
volume on demonology, Dr. Unger here 
gives us a long and accurate study of 
Familiar Spirits. The discussion of the 
Tabernacle is refreshingly helpful. 

More or less brief articles on each book 
of the Bible, together with an outline of 


the book, are included here. Some ar- 
ticles embrace helpful treatments of cer- 
tain difficult Scripture passages, such as 
the discussion of Luke 16:19-31 in the 
articles on Hades. My own opinion is 
that the discussion of Judgments is the 
most satisfying survey of the subject 
available in any Bible encyclopedia at 
the present time. 

The major criticism to be made of this 
volume is that so many articles on sub- 
jects concerning which an enormous 
amount of new material has appeared 
in the last fifty years, and around which 
new problems have arisen, have had no 
revision at all; eg., nothing has been 
added to the article on Creation, though 
at least a score of books have been writ- 
ten on this theme by Christian scholars 
in the last few years. The bibliographies 
are simply impossible. The two latest 
works mentioned here are those by 
Tayler Lewis (1855) and Janet (1878) 
These are not the books that this gener- 


- ation must have in studying this great 


doctrine. 

With the rise of Communism, the 
articles on Community of Goods should 
have been thoroughly revised; similarly, 
with the rapid growth of Pentecostalism 
and the acuteness of the problem 
of tongues, the section on Unknown 
Tongues deserved rewriting. Among some 
of the longer articles which remain un- 
touched are those on the Incarnation, 
the Constitution of Israel, the Kingdom 
of Israel, the Apostle Paul, Rome, the 
Temple, the Priesthood, Prophet, Syria, 
Sacrifice and the Lord’s Supper. 

To me, the great tragedy is the fact 
that relatively little has been added to 
the two articles on Jesus Christ and 
nothing to the article on the Four Gos- 
pels running to eighteen columns. Since 
1900, this whole matter of the signifi- 
cance of the Gospels, and criticism of 
the Gospels—and by this I do not mean 
destructive criticism—has burst upon the 
Christian Church in a new way, pro- 
ducing the most important literature on 
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the Gospels that the Church has known 
in any fifty-year period. All these prob- 
lems and all this literature are com- 
pletely ignored. And why in a book pub- 
lished by Moody Press should the vol- 
ume by the French skeptic Renan be 
recommended in a bibliography—a flip- 


pant work and, though brilliant, in many 


places blasphemous? 


No further consideration has been | 


given the subject of Baptism here, as 
far as I can detect, with the exception 
of references to two works by Fairfield 
(1893) and by Dale (1867). What of the 
worthwhile literature now appearing on 
this subject of Christian Baptism? The 
1300-word article on Versions has no new 
material—an especially regrettable fact 
in view of the masterly article on this 
subject by Bruce Metzger in the new 
Supplement to Schaff-Herzog. How I 
wish these pages had been brought up to 
date on this significant theme! 


+ INASMUCH as the Barnes volume was 


| written nearly sixty years ago, some as- 


pects of it are now antiquated and should 
have been eliminated; e.g., recent dic- 
tionaries are not giving attention to such 
terms as Antichristianism, Anagogical, 
or Bibliomancy. 

All will regret, I think, that Dr. Unger 
has chosen to retain in these pages a 
method of subject arrangement which no 
contemporary encyclopedia would fol- 
low: he places all articles on animals 
under the major heading Animal King- 
dom; the thirty-seven different deities 
are found, in alphabetical order, in the 
article on False Gods; fifty-two different 
weights and measures are included in the 
discussion of Metrology and forty-six 
different minerals are incorporated in 
the article Mineral Kingdom. 

This will sometimes lead to frustration. 
For instance, while there is an article on 
the beast of burden, the ass, under Ani- 
mal Kingdom, the word ass does not 
occur alphabetically in the dictionary, 
with a reference to where this word, 
which appears 124 times in the Scrip- 
tures, is treated. A reader who is not 
acquainted with the system adopted in 
this volume will perhaps look in vain for 
this material. So also the word baker, 
which does not appear alphabetically, 
but is given a half-column in the article 
Handicrafts. Who would think of look- 
ing there? Frequently throughout Dr. 
Unger’s articles we come upon references 
to the famous ancient town of Byblos, 
but Byblos itself is not listed in order in 
these pages. There should be a reference 
here to the later article on Gebal, an- 
other name for Byblos. 

This method of listing topics also leads 
to a great deal of unnecessary duplica- 
tion. Here are articles on the Camel, the 


Horse, and Sheep in alphabetical order, | 


and also in the columns on the Animal

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Kingdom. Two columns on leprosy ap- 
pear alphabetically, and another section 
is found under Diseases. Iron and Pearl 
are considered in respective alphabetical 
order, and again in the article on Min- 
erals. There is a paragraph on copper in 
the columns on Metals, and also in the 
Mineral Kingdom passage; on Tammuz 
in alphabetical order as well as under 
False Gods; on Beelzebub alphabetically 
and on Baalzebub in the section covering 
False Gods. Further duplication is noted 
in articles on the Coming of Christ and 
the Second Advent of Christ; in three 
separate discussions of Hades, Sheol and 
Gehenna, and in consideration of all 
three under the general classification 
Hell. The screening and eliminating of 
these duplications would have meant 
added space for other subjects. 


+ I must say a word here regarding 
omissions. In this day when the Book of 
Revelation is being so widely discussed, 
the term Apocalypse should have been 
included as a separate entry, even if 
only as a reference to the article on 
Revelation. Just ncw when the word 
apocalyptic is being used in the titles of 
books, a carefully written article on this 


subject would have been most helpful. | 


The Gloria in excelsis is considered under 
the antiquated title Angelic Hymn, but 
there are no articles on the Nunc Dimit- 


tis, the Magnificat or the Benedictus; | 
is no article on the | 


moreover, there 
Virgin Birth. 

A subject which long ago should have 
been given its deserved comprehensive 
treatment is that of Heaven, assigned a 
single column here. The word occurs 
approximately six hundred times in the 
Old Testament, and the Greek ouranos, 
over three hundred times in the New 
Testament, but there are references here 
to fewer than twenty New Testament 
passages. I know of no dictionary article 
that does justice to this theme, so im- 
portant today when the attention of the 
world has been directed toward the 
heavens. 

How I wish that Dr. Unger had de- 
parted from the pattern of most Bible 
dictionaries today and given us an arti- 


cle on the Olivet Discourse, particularly | 


inasmuch as there is a section on the 
Sermon on the Mount. Here would have 
been an opportunity for the editor, who 
is a good student of prophecy and has 
written wisely on it, to have included in 
his articles on Arabia, Damascus, Elam, 
Kedar, and Philistia, some reference to 
the great prophecies set forth on these 
subjects, for prophecy as well as history 
belongs in a Bible dictionary. 

In fact, although there are five chap- 
ters in the Old Testament writings de- 
voted to predictions concerning Babylon, 
and 250 verses of prophetic material 
relative to Egypt, I do not find them 
mentioned in these columns. Dr. Unger 
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has done a good piece of work on the 
prophecies referring to Moab, and one 
could only wish that he had done the 
same for these other, some even more 
significant, prophetic themes. 

Many will be disappointed to note the 
dearth of current bibliographical refer- 
ences in these pages. We are living in a 
book-buying age, and many Christian 
students are naturally confused by the 
vast amount of material being published 
on Biblical themes. Here would have 
been an ideal opportunity for guidance, 
especially in regard to the life of Christ 
and the four Gospels. Some of the most 
important Christian literature to appear 
since the Reformation has been pub- 


| lished in the last fifty years, but apart 


from archaeological references, it is all 
overlooked in this dictionary. 


+ Here and there serious errors are evi- 
dent. For example, in the outline for 
the Book of Daniel, Part I, covering the 
first six chapters, is headed, “Daniel's 
Visions under Nebuchadnezzar, and his 
personal history to the reign of Cyrus”; 
actually, no visions of Daniel are re- 
corded in the first six chapters of the 
book—the visions were those of Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 

The article on the Ammonites contains 
a quotation from Thomson’s standard 
but older work, The Land and the Book, 
as follows: “Nothing but ruins are found 
here by the amazed explorer. Not an in- 
habited village remains, and not an Am- 
monite exists on the face of the earth.” 
The reference in Harper’s Bible Dic- 
tionary (a work which the editor has 
used frequently, as he himself says in the 
prefatory remarks) is far more accurate: 
“Rabbath-Ammon lives on today in Am- 
man, capital of the kingdom of Jordan, 
a busy trading center of Arabs and goal 
of travelers, who delight in its Roman 
hillside theater and other marks of an- 
cient occupation of the city. It was re- 
built by Ptolemy Philadelphus in the 3d 
century B.C. and named Philadelphia. 
Amman is 35 m. from Jerash, ‘city of 
a thousand columns,’ one of the chain of 
Decapolis cities.” 

Whatever be one’s view of Christ’s 
preaching of the kingdom, the following 
statement is not correct: “As the preach- 
ing of the kingdom was fast approaching 
its end in the rejection and immi- 
nent death of the King .. .” The preach- 
ing of the kingdom did not end with the 
death of our Lord, and down to the end 
of Paul’s public ministry we find the 
great apostle still “preaching the king- 
dom of God” (Acts 28:31). 

Some of the principal articles have not 
been given the proportionate space they 
deserve; e.g., Life, one of the basic 
themes of the Bible, is allotted 35 lines, 
while Gold is assigned six times that 
space, more than 200 lines (in this vol- 
ume, 72 lines represent a column, or 
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approximately 550 words). More space is | 
given to the discussion of Tiglath-pileser 

than to the pre-eminent theme of God; | G 
more to Nicodemus than to the Son of | 
Man; and as much space to eye-paint- | 
ing, mentioned only three times in the 

Bible, as to the eye, a word occurring 450 

times in the Scriptures. The article on 

Jesus Christ—omitting the tabular ar- 

rangement of events—is not as long as | 
that on Herod Antipas, and more lines | 
are given to the Dead Sea Scrolls than 
to the Apostle Peter. 


+ In conclusion, I would say that the 
Moody Press has done a superb piece of 
work in the printing of this large volume 
of 1200 pages. The editor is to be con- 
eratulated on the illustrations, 273 pho- | 
tographs and 263 line drawings, in | 
addition to eight excellent maps. He is 
further to be commended for his splen- 
did work in those articles which have 
derived from his rich store of knowledge. 
I only regret that when a student of this 
generation turns to the inexhaustible, 
pre-eminent themes of Christ and the 
Gospels, he will find nothing here to 
bring him up to date in these subjects. 
The price of the book—by no means out 
of proportion to these 1200 double- 
column pages and helpful illustrations 
—is $8.95.

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Teaching with Objects

BJECT lessons have always interested 
8) boys and girls. Sunday school teach- 

ers should make more use of those 
things children can see and touch almost 
every day. With a little thought and 
preparation you can find many objects 
in the home that would make good les- 
sons: cooking utensils, vegetables, fruits, 
nuts, writing supplies, books and many 
more things. Outside of the house there 
is all of nature to provide the Bible 
teacher with lessons. 

We could select the sieve, for instance, 
and illustrate the method by which you 
would prepare an object lesson from it. 
First, to find the best points for the les- 
son you will need to ask yourself some 
questions about the object. What is its 
purpose? Does it have more than one 
purpose? Does it come in various sizes, 
shapes and colors? Is it expensive? Is it 
easy to use? Does it remind one of boys 
and girls in any way? Could it represent 
a certain habit? Does it remind one of 
the Bible, the church, God or Jesus? 

Of course, not all of the questions will 
apply to every object. In the case of our 
sieve we might ask and answer questions 
as follows: (1) What is the purpose of a 
sieve? To remove objectionable material 
(to separate the good from the bad), or 
to smooth out something that is lumpy. 
(2) What spiritual lesson can be applied 
to the function of the sieve? The sieve 
reminds us that there are habits in the 
lives of boys and girls that need to be re- 
moved. When children accept Jesus as 
their Saviour He wants the “lumps” (bad 
habits) removed from their lives and He 
begins to put them through a “sieve.” 

Further development of lessons from 
the sieve would depend upon what you 
want to emphasize. 


+ Sometimes objects from the kitchen 
are used indirectly. In a lesson on Salva- 
tion, you might use a lemon to make 
“secret” writing. To do this squeeze some 
lemon juice into a dish, dip a clean pen 
in the juice and draw a heart on a sheet 
of light weight white paper. Write the 
word SINFUL on the heart. On a second 
sheet of paper draw another heart and 
write the word FORGIVEN on it. (Hold the 
paper on a slant with the light to see if 
the writing is satisfactory.) 
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When the lemon juice is dry there will 
be no sign of writing on the paper. Heat 


will reveal the writing when you hold | 


the paper over a lighted candle. The talk 
to give with the lesson on Salvation is as 
follows: 

“We all like to receive messages from 
our friends, don’t we? How would you 
like to receive a letter like this? Looks 


as if this person forgot to write, doesn’t | 


it? But let’s look closely, perhaps it has 
a secret message for us. 

“God sends messages to boys and girls 
in many ways. This white sheet of paper 
has a message from God for someone in 
this room. It is our job to find what that 
message is. 

“We will need light to see God’s mes- 
sage. The Bible tells us that the Word of 
God is a light, ‘Thy word is a lamp unto 
my feet, and a light unto my path’ (Ps. 
119:105). So let us light this candle and 
place it here near the Bible so we know 
it represents God’s Word. Now we’ll hold 


our piece of paper near the light and see | 


what happens.” 

(It will take practice before giving this 
lesson to know just how close to the heat 
you will need to hold the paper to bring 
out the writing and yet not have the 
paper scorch. If you do not wish to use 
a candle, experiment with a light bulb 
in a small table lamp to get the amount 
of heat needed.) 

“I’m certain that God has a message 
here for someone in this room. Now, let’s 
look. Yes, I can see something appear- 
ing.” 

(Hold the paper before the pupils for 
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all to see, or ask one pupil to inspect it | 


and read the message aloud.) 

“It is a heart and I see the word sIN- 
FUL on it. You may not understand how 
the writing appeared on this paper, but

The Pastor— 
Key Man in VBS 


By Owen L. Miller 


Pastor of First Baptist Church, Hammond, Ind. 


ITHOUT a doubt the most important 

person among the key people in a 

vacation Bible school is the pastor. 
or at least he should be. People look to 
the pastor of the church for leadership 
and guidance in all of its activities. Any 
project he is wholeheartedly behind 
usually goes forward to success. 

In many places the pastor is the per- 
son who has given the initial thrust to 
the VBS work in the church. Oftentimes 
he must serve as principal of the school, 
or act as administrator. In churches 
where the VBS is administered by a Va- 
cation Bible School Committee, the pas- 
tor should still be its chief advisor. 

Through the entire year the pastor 
should have the organization of the va- 
cation Bible school in mind. He should 
make'‘sure that each month proper steps 


| are being taken that will assure a suc- 


cessful school. 

Since the pastor is in the best position 
to know the spiritual status of his people 
and their capabilities, he should have an 
advisory part in the selection of’ VBS 
workers. His attitude of interest and co- 
operation should be an incentive to the 
entire staff to put forth their best efforts. 

The pastor should oversee the selec- 
tion of the VBS curriculum. His evalua- 
tion of current lesson materials should 
be of great value to the Vacation Bible 
School Committee. In order to do this 
he needs to keep alert to the courses 
offered by dependable publishers and to 
some extent know the value of their con- 
tent. Also, the pastor should attend, and 
encourage his coworkers to attend, any

within a reasonable distance. 

The VBS-minded pastor can go a long | 
way toward publicizing the school. With

the VBS emphasis upon Bible study, | 
evangelism and spiritual growth, the 
pastor can make mention of it often in | 
his sermons with profit. He may empha- 
size needs in these areas or give illus- | 
trations of how such needs have been 
met in certain lives through the vaca- 
tion Bible school. Oral announcements 
and bulletin notices arouse fresh interest | 
in VBS or “flop,” according to the pas- 
tor’s presentation of them. 

The whole congregation knows when 
the pastor is enthusiastic about the value | 
of vacation Bible school. For many 
months before opening day they are | 
reminded of it in his prayers. Early in | 
the year they may hear him praying for 
volunteers, about the selection of pro- 
spective teachers. A little later he is 
asking the Lord for wisdom in the selec- 
tion of lesson materials and other prob- 
lems the committees are considering. 

As the months pass VBS publicity, 
follow-up plans and every phase of the 
work are publicly brought before the 
Lord. When the pastor considers the 
progress of VBS ‘plans important enough 
to pray about before the congregation, 
the people are reminded to include these 
things in their private prayers. 

The pastor’s influence is felt through- 
out the vacation Bible school. He should 
see that VBS is a children’s school where 
there is happiness and enjoyment, but at 
the same time, he is in a position to lead 
the boys and girls in showing reverence 
in the house of God. 

Oftentimes right attitudes toward wor- 
ship are encouraged through the very 
presence of the pastor and his participa- 
tion on the program. Therefore, even 
though the pastor may not be a regular 
member of the VBS faculty, he should 
enter as far as possible into the life of 
the school. END

—a very pretty layout for the cover. The 
first time through, all I really heard was 
rhythm, a trombone (very cleanly 
played) and two people singing—in that 
order. None of the words reached me 
because I couldn’t get past the beat. 

The second time through I heard a 
pleasing blend of two voices and took 
note of the words. Some of the selec- 
tions are, ] Saw a Man; I’ve Discovered 
the Way of Gladness (some liberties in 
melody and harmony were taken here 
for the convenience of their voice 
ranges); Beside Me to Guide Me (‘a very 
nice melody); Down Deep in My Heart 
(I didn’t take to this one); Have I Done 
My Best for Jesus? (this was needed for 
balance); Heaven in My Heart and Roll 
Jordan Roll (hold your hats!). 

These songs are well done—if you like 
this type of music. I know nothing about 
the participants involved in this album, 
so I can’t give any names of assisting 
musicians. Someone is playing trombone 
very aptly throughout, though. At times 
this instrument is used for introduction, 
other times as a third part making for 
a trio sound. This adds freshness.

Faithfulness, Down Deep in the Sea (try 
his last note here if you have a cold), 
Lead me to Calvary, No One Ever Cared 
for Me Like Jesus and (‘of course) 
Rocked in the Cradle of the Deep. 

If you don’t mind little things—such 
as sameness of sound and occasional 


slight strain on high notes—I predict 
that you’ll truly enjoy this one. 
» Many have written me _ asking 


whether 78 rpm went out like the steam 
locomotive. Well to tell you the 
truth, I haven’t had a 78 sent to me for 
review for a year.

The Church and Community 

Evangelism 

Mark 5:18-20; Luke 10:1, 2; 

I Thess. 1 :6-10 
MEMORY SELECTION: Therefore said 
he unto them, The harvest truly is great, 
but the labourers are few: pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that he 
would send forth labourers into his har- 
vest.—Luke 10:2 


Evangelism is absolutely essential to 
the life of the church. New converts 
must be won to Christ not only because 
He commanded us to do it (Matt. 28:19, 
20) but also to maintain the strength of 
the church as God’s medium of witness 
in the earth. Another reason has been 
expressed in the words “evangelize or 
fossilize’”—a blunt way to say that Chris- 
tians who do not win souls soon lose 
spiritual vitality. 

Our lesson rightly stresses the fact that 
there are different types of evangelism. 
It is distressing to see Christians who 
should be working together competing 
with each other, one claiming one 
method as being the right one and an- 
other equally sure that he has the right 
approach. 

There must always be individual or 
personal evangelism. There is no other 
way for men and women to come to 
Christ. There must also be the method 
Christ used of sending out men two by 
two for mutual encouragement and in- 
spiration. And we can certainly not do 
without the witness of the church as a 
group. All three of these are in our les- 
son. First we see 


I. Personal Evangelism (Mark 5:18- 
20) 
The man who had been delivered from 


| the power of demons wanted to stay with 





Jesus who had set him free. His desire 
was understandable but it could not be 
approved. Those who have known the 
deliverance of Christ are not to keep that 
message to themselves for their enjoy- 
ment but to make it known to others. 

Being saved, a man is to seek to win 
his family, friends and acquaintances to 
Christ. What would be accomplished if 
each convert would win another person 
for Christ! By the law of mathematical 
progression it is clear that the world 
would soon be evangelized. 

Let us not underestimate the impor- 
tance of personal evangelism even as we 
look at the values of 
II. Fellowship Evangelism (Luke 
10:1, 2) 

The seventy whom Jesus sent forth 
went by His direction in teams of two.

The reason for this arrangement is not 
indicated, but it was evidently so that 
they would have like-minded companion- 
ship and would instruct and encourage 
one another, thus keeping individuals 
firm and steady in fulfilling the commis- 
sion the Lord had given them. 

Sometimes it is true that the joint wit- 
ness of two persons will impress the lis- 
tener and make the evangelistic effort 
more effective. Often the new voice and 
personality of a companion worker will 
carry the one being dealt with over into 
a decision for Christ. 

Note the important truth in v. 2: It 
is the Lord who chooses and presses forth 
workers into the whitening harvest but 
we can bring that about by our prayers. 
Some reader may be hindered by physi- 
cal inability from a public witness for 
Christ, or may be so hedged in by family 
responsibilities as not to be able to go out 
for the Lord. But we can all pray that 
the laborers may be sent forth by Him. 

Now we note the tremendous impor- 
tance of what we may call 


Ill. Group Evangelism (I Thess. 1:6- 
10) 

The church at Thessalonica had so 
faithfully followed the leadership of 
Paul (who was a dependable leader be- 
cause he fully followed Christ) that their 
Christian faith was known throughout 
the whole area. Paul did not have to tell 
their neighbors what it meant to be a 
Christian. They already knew because 
they knew the Thessalonians. 

What a magnificent evangelistic mes- 
sage that was! How we covet such a 
group witness for our churches today! 

Don’t miss the meaningful definition 
of a “three-thirds” religious faith in 
verses 9 and 10: (1) “Turned to God 
from idols.” Note the order there; it is 
always thus, not the opposite; (2) “To 
serve the living and the true God.” We 
are saved to serve and there is much to 
be done for Christ; (3) “To wait for His 
Son from heaven.” This is the blessed 
hope of the church and the strongest in- 
centive to true evangelism.

The Chureh and World 
Evangelism 
Matthew 28:18-20; Acts 13:1-3; 
Romans 1:14-18 
MEMORY SELECTION: Go ye there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.— 
Matthew 28:19 


The field for evangelism is the whole 
world. It is God’s will and purpose that 
we reach every race and every person 
with the gospel. 

From time to time churches or organ- 
izations have adopted slogans such as, 
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“The world evangelized in this genera- 
tion.” But we must admit that there has 
been failure to accomplish this goal. 

Possibly we shall find the reason for 
the obviously inadequate way in which 
world evangelism has been carried out as 
we study once more God’s great commis- 
sion to the church. Let us ask the Holy | 
Spirit to press home to our hearts its real | 
meaning, and stir in us the determina- 
tion that as far as in us lies it shall be 
done. We note first 


I. The Great Commiss 
(Matt. 28:18-20) 

These are the mighty and meaningful 
words of our Lord Himself. They make 
evangelism possible because He has all 
power and He is ready to make known 
this power through His followers by His 
presence with them until the end of the 
age. 

Dr. Turnbull puts it well: “We know 
something about the commission and, in 
a fashion, do a little about it ... But 
we have not reached any higher or been 
stirred any deeper, because we have not 


been in touch with Him who is the One | 


who sends men forth.” 

It makes a great difference who sends 
an ambassador and whether the sender 
has the power to back the ambassador 
up. That is what makes the declaration 
of this commission so unique, so power- 
ful, so possible of successful completion. 

Let us be stirred and inspired as we 
see 


II. The Great Commission in Action 
(Acts 13:1-3) . 

The picture here is of a local congre- 
gation to which God has given men with 
gifts for ministry. Their fellowship must 
have been delightful and the work of the 
church very effective. 

Then the Holy Spirit who gave the 
eifts exercises His right of supervision 
and decides that two of their most gifted 
men are to be set apart for service in 
other lands and in a wider ministry. 

It is forever to the honor of the church 
at Antioch that they did not argue that 
these men were needed at home but that 
they obeyed the Holy Spirit. Notice that 
this was a serious spiritual exercise of 
fasting, prayer, and then ordination of 
the two whom God had called. 

Ordination is important but it must 
never be a formal thing, following a dead 
routine. Real ordination by the church 
must be in recognition of a call and 


ion in Words |, 








commission already given by the Holy , 


Spirit. 

Every church should have a similar 
experience. If your church does not have 
it you might well consider if it is spirit- 
ually alive, and alert to the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit. Such action for God is 
the outward expression of the inward 
experience. So we look at the words of 
one of these sent out by the church at 
Antioch. Paul became the world’s great- 
est evangelist because he had 


III. The Great Commission in the 
Heart (Rom. 1:14-18) 

He recognized that he was in debt to 
God and in a sense also to his unbeliev- 
ing neighbors, and that as an honorable 
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man he must pay that debt. 

But it went far deeper than that, for 
Paul knew the gospel as. the power of 
God for the redemption of all mankind, 
and he unashamedly declared it. Here 
was deliverance from the wrath of God; 
here was righteousness of life; here was 
the life of faith; he could not and would 
not withhold it from any man. 

Who will question that we need much 
more of that very spirit in our hearts and 
lives today? It would make world-wide 
evangelism certain and effective for 
God’s glory! 


March 30 
The Sacraments of the 
Church 
Romans 6:3, 4; I Corinthians 10:14-22 
MEMORY SELECTION: Wherefore 
whosoever shall eat this bread and drink 
this cup of the Lord, unworthily, shall te 
guilty of the body and the blood of the 
Lord.—I Corinthians 11:27 


The sacraments or ordinances of the 
church are designed to be for the spir- 
itual benefit of believers, being what we 
sometimes call “the means of grace.” 
They are just that when rightly under- 
stood and observed. 

Our lesson deals with baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper. These are the two sacra- 
ments received by almost all branches of 
the church. Some denominations observe 
more. 

Last week we studied about evangelism, 
whose aim is to win men to Christ. Such 
new believers are then brought into the 
church for fellowship, nurture and in- 
struction. As they join in the worship 
of the church they find help and blessing 
in the ordinances of baptism and com- 
munion. 

One fears that we have come upon 
times when there is not enough stress 
upon the importance of these matters. 
That is something which we should cor- 
rect. There have been strong differences 
of opinion regarding details of adminis- 
tration, but let us not permit these to 
destroy the real value of these blessed 
occasions in the life of the church. We 
look first at 


I. Baptism (Rom. 6:3, 4) 

The mode of baptism and its meaning 
to the individual have long been sub- 
jects of disagreement and dispute, but 
we shall not let that fact obscure the 
blessed truth here revealed. 

Some would strongly urge that the 
passage before us has to do with the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit rather than 
with water baptism. We shall not enter 
into that question but simply say that 
we believe in both. 

Baptism is sometimes defined as “an 
outward symbol of inward grace”; that 
is, it is not the means of salvation but a 
testimony to the world that we have been 
saved. 

It is an act of obedience to God’s com- 
mand and that is a precious and desir- 
able thing. But it is far more than that, 
for it is closely tied up with our Lord’s 
death and resurrection (v. 4). It should 
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encourage us in “newness of life.”” What 
a refreshing phrase that is! It speaks of 
the marvelous grace of God in making 
us new creatures in Christ, delivered 
from the idolatry of this world. 

The other sacrament or ordinance ac- 
cepted by evangelical Protestants is 


Il. Communion (I Cor. 10:14-22) 

In addition to the Scripture assigned, 
we suggest I Corinthians 11:23-34, which 
gives us a direct and full picture of what 
our Lord intended by the establishment 
of the Lord’s Supper. 

It was after He had observed the last 
Passover feast with His disciples that He 
established this new feast of remem- 
brance. It is declared to be for the keep- 
ing of two truths alive and effective— 
His death for our sins and His coming 
again (I Cor. 11:26). 

Partaking of the symbols of His broken 
body and His shed blood can only be done 
in the right way by those who have come 
away completely from idolatry. There 
must be that total break with the world, 
the flesh and the devil, which separates 
the believer from sin and separates him 
unto the Lord. 


The passage in I Corinthians 11 makes 
clear that the Lord's supper must not be 
taken unworthily lest judgment come 
upon us. This does not mean that we are 
to feel worthy of His grace, for we are 
only redeemed sinners, but it does mean 
that we shall come to His table in a 
worthy manner, loving, reverent, re- 
pentent, with open hearts receiving the 
gracious blessing of communion with 
Him. 


April 6 
The Church's Assurance 
of Victory 

John 20:26-29; Ephesians 1:15-29 
MEMORY SELECTION: Now unto him 
that is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, according 
to the power that worketh in us, unto 
him be glory in the church by Christ 
Jesus throughout all ages, world without 
end. Amen.—Ephesians 3:20, 21 


The great feast day of the Christian 
church is Easter since it is the resurrec- 
tion of our Lord from the dead which 






gives the final victorious touch to all that 
has gone before. It was then that our 
Lord won and declared before the whole 
world His triumph over the powers of 
evil. 

(Our lesson for today does not include 
the story of the resurrection, any 
teacher who presents the lesson where 
that blessed account has not been used 
in a church service or some other meet- 
ing will want to include it in his teach- 
ing.) 

We find resurrection truth in our les- 
son for it presents the victorious assur- 
ance of the church as being based on

Il. Faith in a Risen Lord (John 
20 :26-29) 
Thomas had missed the blessing of 


seeing Jesus when He appeared to the 
other disciples because he was absent. 
(This underlines the point that one 
should not be missing from the meetings 
of God’s people.) 

Then he expressed some doubt and 
made a demand for proof. When he saw 
the Lord and heard His gracious words 
he was completely assured and went all 
out in worship. 
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We are glad that he did believe but 
ours is the greater privilege (v. 29), for 
not having seen Him with our own eyes 
(though we have looked upon Him with 
the eyes of faith) we rejoice in the as- 
surance that He is alive, risen from the 
dead, our triumphant Lord. 





As we turn to our other passage we

II. Enlightened Understanding (Eph. 


ts! 1:15-18) 


Christian truth is spiritual, and cannot 
be fully discerned except by the wisdom 
and revealing power of God. That is why 
the church has so often been led astray 
by the blindness of learned but unspir- 
itual men who have tried to interpret 
spiritual truth with human understand- 
ing. 

The riches of the glory of God’s in- 
heritance in the believer, the glorious 
hope of our calling in Christ, the know- 
ing of Christ in intimate and satisfy- 
ing fellowship—these come to us only 
through the enlightenment of the Holy 


| Spirit. 


He glorifies Christ--and today He will 
exalt the living resurrected Christ in 
your heart and mine, if we give Him 
liberty to do it, for God’s glory and our 
good. 

Another thing to be remembered and 
made blessedly active and true on this 
Easter day is the assurance that we have 
by His grace 

Ill. Exeeedingly Great Resurrection 
Power (Eph. 1:19-21) 

There 
Christian in realizing that the very 
power which raised Christ from the dead 
is that which brought us up from spirit- 
ual death into spiritual life (see Phil. 
3:10; I Pet. 1:3). 

That power is exceedingly great, the 
working of His mighty hand not only in 
bringing Christ up from the grave but 
in placing Him at the Father’s right 
hand, a position of power above every- 
thing in the universe. Scripture seems to 
add up word after word in an effort to 
give us some idea of the tremendous 
spiritual forces operative on behalf of 
the church through its risen Lord. 

We have a resurrection faith—let us 
never forget that! And let us not fail to 
permit His power and grace to work in 
and through us in this needy world. 

The crowning fact of all is that we 
have 


IV. Union With Christ (Eph. 1:22, 
23) 

This great assurance of power and 
blessing is not simply a gift or endow- 
ment which God has given to the 
Church, for we are reminded that the 
Church is His body and He is the Head 
of the Church.

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April 13 
God’s People In Bondage 
Exodus 1 :7-22 
MEMORY SELECTION: The Lord is on 
my side; I will not fear: what can man 
do unto me?—Psalm 118:6 


God had called out a people for His 
name through whom all the nations of 
the earth were to be blessed. This was 
His purpose in calling out Abraham from 
his home in Ur of the Chaldees into the 
Promised Land and giving him the prom- 
ises of the covenant (Gen. 12:1-3). Pul- 
fillment of that promise was made possi- 
ble by the miraculous birth of Isaac 
(Gen. 17:15-19). The promise was re- 
newed to Isaac’s son Jacob (Gen. 35:11, 
12), but it seemed as though it would be 
hindered by the famine which threat- 
ened to wipe out Jacob and his family. 

But God had prepared a way of deliv- 
erance through Joseph, who had come 
to a place of power in Egypt. Jacob and 
his family came there by the invitation 
of the Pharaoh under whom Joseph 
served and were given the land of 
Goshen in which to live (Gen. 47:1-12). 

That this was all in the providence of 
God appears from Genesis 46:2-4. It will 
be well for us to remember in these 
lessons about the people of Israel that 
God had a threefold purpose for them: 
(1) To preserve the Old Testament 
Scriptures and their revelation of the 
true God. 

(2) To be a channel for the coming of 


the Redeemer to the earth. 
(3) To be a witness for the one true God 
before the nations of the earth. 

As we now know they failed God in 
the last point and are now under His 
judgment for their sin. 

The beginnings of that story are before 
us today as we see the family of Jacob. 


I. Blessed by a Faithful God (vv. 
7-10) 

This group of seventy people multiplied 
and prospered and became a mighty 
“minority” in the land of Egypt. This 
was in the plan of God for the ultimate 
carrying out of His purpose, and it was 
His good hand upon them that built 
them up into a strong nation. 

By that time, however, the Pharaoh 
who knew Joseph had passed off the 
scene and a new Pharaoh was on the 
throne. The favor which had brought the 
Israelites into the land and given them 
such excellent opportunities to develop 
had now run out, and the leaders natur- 
ally began to view with suspicion the 
presence of this powerful group of “for- 
eigners” in their midst. 

One can understand their concern, 
but one must also note that in their de- 
termination to crush this apparent 
threat to their nation they were actually 
fighting God and His plans. It is well for 
a nation’s leaders to ask wisdom and 
direction from the Lord before setting 
out on any such program, lest they be 
found to be fighting against God. 

We find the Lord’s people 


Il. Persecuted by Brutal Men (vv. 
11-17) 

To destroy the virile manhood of this 
nation the rulers of Egypt subjected 
them to the hardest of labor under cruel 
taskmasters. This project failed. The 
burdens laid upon Israel made the people 
stronger as they triumphed over them. 

Hard work and heavy burdens have 
never broken the spirit of those who 
stand against dictators. That truth is 
being demonstrated anew in the world 
in our day to the dismay and chagrin 
of the dictators of this era. 

Another plan was devised, namely, to 
destroy the man-power of Israel at its 
source by destroying the male babies at 
birth. But even the Egyptian women who 
assisted at childbirth in Israel managed 
to evade or defy that order and bring it 
to naught. 

Ill. Delivered by Divine Providence 
(vv. 18-22) 

At times it may seem that God does 
not have too much to do with what hap- 
pens in this world, especially as one looks 
at events from a human viewpoint. But 
one does not need to live long under His 
gracious control before realizing that 
God is in the daily events of history and 
is working out His will. 

It was so with Israel and it is so with 
every child of God. He closes doors which 
no man can open, and He opens doors 
which no man can close (I Cor. 16:9). 
He makes even the wicked devices of 
man work out to serve Him and His 
cause. It is great to belong to Him!

"Your servants for Christ’s sake’’ 
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Prone was a missionary to 
Ireland in the fifth century 
A.D. When he was a boy of 
sixteen a band of marauders in- 
vaded the coast of Britain and car- 
ried him away to the north of Ire- 
land, where he was sold as a slave. 
After six years he escaped and re- 
turned to his native land. Again he 
was captured and again he escaped. 
Then one night in a dream he heard 
a voice beseeching him to come back 
to Ireland. It was a call he could 
not forget, and eventually he re- 
turned, bringing the gospel of Christ. 
Though Roman Catholicism has 
named him one of their patron 
saints, one looks in vain through 
all the writings of Patrick for even 
a hint of the trappings and accre- 
tions of the Roman church. His 


message was the simple message of 
the early Christians—salvation by 
faith alone through the merits of 
Jesus Christ. 

“The Breastplate’—one of the 
most powerful pieces of Christian 
poetry ever written—is a rhythmic 
declaration of that faith in which 
Patrick calls upon the Triune God 
to protect him in his hour of need. 
It was written in the first year of 
his missionary life, when at Easter 
eve he kindled a fire contrary to the 
king’s orders and the pagan priests 
of Tara. As a result of that act, all 
Ireland was opened to the gospel. 

The translation here is taken from 
The Tripartite Life of Saint Patrick, 
with other Documents Relating to 
that Saint, edited and translated by 
Whitley Stokes (London, 1887).

This book is an autobiographical ac- 
count of his opinions and experiences. 
He did finally make his way to China and 
then into Tibet before the Communists 
took over. Many will find the account of 
his experiences in that closed land ex- 
ceedingly interesting. Some will find in- 
spiration in the example of one who 
chose to follow wholeheartedly what he 
believed to be God's leading. 

Other readers will no doubt be irri- 
tated by the attitude of smugness that 
pervades the account. Certainly there is 
room for criticism of the church today 
and also of some missionary methods. 
But when an arrogant young man who 
“knew it all so well” takes the attitude 
that even the members of his own group 
(Plymouth Brethren) are insincere and 
spiritually blind, he is on dangerous 
ground. 

Yet the author’s exalted opinion of 
himself does not detract from his zeal 
and sincerity. His descriptions of ex- 
periences in Tibet during the last 
troubled days of its independence are 
well worth reading.—Harold R. Cook

Where Are We Now? 
EVANGELICAL RESPONSIBILITY IN | 


CONTEMPORARY THEOLOGY, by | 
Carl F. H. Henry (Eerdmans, $1.50) 


Dr. Henry, editor of Christianity | 
Today, has recorded in this book a series 
of four lectures which he has delivered 
before various church groups. 

The first chapter, entitled “The 
Modernist Revision,” is largely a review 
of Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick’s books, 
including his autobiography. Chapter 
two, called “The Fundamentalist Re- 
duction,” magnifies the flaws of funda- 
mentalism; for, to quote the author, 
“certainly fundamentalism in this con- 
temporary expression stands discredited 
as a perversion of the biblical spirit.” 
Chapter three considers neo-orthodoxy 
somewhat favorably, while orthodox 
beliefs are set forth as necessary to any 
theology called Christian. The last 
chapter, “Evangelical Responsibility,” 
list such goals as rededication to posi- 
tive preaching, a fresh conception of the 
Christian life, a positive approach to 
science, a concer’ for the unity of the 
body of Christ. 

The book is somewhat verbose, couched 
in terms not for the average Christian 
but for the so-called scholar. It does not 
excoriate modernism, but flays funda- 
mentalism, and claims an evangelical 
view which, while orthodox, refuses to be 
called fundamental.—Kenneth O. Bouton

Probably no man in the country today knows 

the Christian school picture more thoroughly than 
the author of this article, veteran 

registrar at Wheaton College. Here he shares 

a thoughtful word as to what is happening in our 
schools and what the June graduate from 

high school should know as he 

makes plans for his further education.

Don't Underrate the 


T was less than four years ago, in the fall of 1954, that the 
appearance of a little booklet created a major stir in the 
field of higher education. That booklet was Dr. Ronald B. 
Thompson’s now widely known report, “The Impending 

Tidal Wave of Students.” So great was the concern aroused 
by it that many states immediately set up commissions to 
study the problem and to find some way of accommodating 
the flood of students anticipated for the years ahead. 

In his booklet Dr. Thompson, registrar of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, pointed out that enrollment had increased from 238,- 
210 in 1900 to 2,440,000 in 1950. On the basis of population, he 
showed that college enrollments would probably double by 
1970. 

Experience since 1954 would indicate that Dr. Thompson's 
estimate if anything was too conservative. Already college 
enrollments have passed the 3,000,000 mark. State institutions 
are facing greatly expanding enrollments and many privately 
supported colleges are trying to cope with an ever increasing 
number of applications although they have been unable to 
expand their facilities to any significant degree. 

This is having a more far reaching effect than most Chris- 
tians realize. For the individual young person it means more 
difficulty in gaining acceptance by the school of his choice 
For the nation as a whole it means that a smaller proportion 
of the total student population is now receiving Christian 
training. 

For many years enrollment in U.S. colleges and universities 
was almost evenly divided between state-supported institutions 
and schools which were privately endowed. Since the war, 
however, there has been a sharp rise in the proportion of 
students attending state-supported institutions until today 
those attending private schools—Christian or otherwise— 
account for considerably less than 40 per cent of the total 
college population. This means then that well under 40 per 
cent of our college students are now receiving basically 
Christian education. 


+ AT this point we might ask, are not virtually all schools in 
the country providing Christian education? To this we say an 
emphatic, “No.” Public education in the United States, as 
Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein, headmaster of Stony Brook School, 
states, is not Christian in the strict sense of the word. 

“This does not mean,” Dr. Gaebelein says, “that thousands 
of true Christians are not teaching in public institutions, nor 
that such institutions are devoid of ethical standards com- 
monly associated with Christianity. It simply means that 
direct teaching of the Bible and the Christian faith is ruled 
out of public education.” 

It is generally agreed, however, that the spiritual or religious 
aspects of life are an important part of a truly “liberal edu- 
cation.” Lack of spiritual instruction or emphasis leads to a 
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warped sense of values. Many of our present social problems 
may be attributed to the total absence of spiritual instruction 
in our educational system. 

Yet in America today, as Dr. Gaebelein points out, “only 
the independent college or school is at liberty to carry to its 
logical conclusion a Christian philosophy of education. State- 
supported institutions, though committed to the pursuit of 
truth, find written across the great highway of religion these 
words: ‘No Trespassing.’ But with independent education there 
is no such barrier; the privately supported college and school 
still has freedom to follow truth into the spacious realms of 
the spirit and the eternal counsels of the Triune God” 
(Christian Education in a Democracy, Oxford University Press, 
1951). 

Such a trend toward predominantly secular education is a 
serious one. It can and will be halted only if Christians will 
show the same interest and enthusiasm for the cause of 
Christian education as the public has demonstrated in the 
secular field. 


+ But let us look at the problem now from the point of view 
of the young Christian about to graduate from high school. 
What kind of higher learning should such a young man or 
woman have? And what are the opportunities and problems 
prospective students will encounter as they explore the field 
of truly Christian training? 

Let me say first that I believe every Christian young per- 
son should have the privilege of studying under Christian 
auspices whether or not he feels called to full-time Christian 
service. Our Christian schools merit the thoughtful consid- 
eration of every Christian parent and student. All too often 
children from Christian homes have been led astray through 
the pagan teaching of our tax-supported and secular insti- 
tutions. 

It may come as something of a surprise to Christian parents 
to learn that in most of our Christian colleges their children 
will often have better trained teachers—particularly on the 
freshman and sophomore levels—than will be found in some 
of the larger institutions where graduate fellows are fre- 
quently pressed into service as teachers of elementary courses. 
In our smaller schools freshmen will frequently enjoy the 
instruction of a department chairman whereas in a larger 
institution the senior instructors are reserved for upper-divi- 
sion and graduate students. 

On the other hand, there need be no sacrifice of quality 
in order to have Christian instruction. Standard test scores 
indicate that students in Christian schools rank well above 
average in achievement. It is of course true that some colleges 
are stronger in one area, while others may excel in other 
areas. The choice of a school should therefore be made on 
the basis of the strength of courses which it offers, not on

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its size, which often may be misleading. 

There still are those who have the 
mistaken notion that in order to get a 
liberal education or to prepare for some 
specialized field, such as medicine or en- 


gineering, it is imperative to take one’s . 


college course in a large secular institu- 
tion. Nothing could be further from the 


| truth. As a matter of fact, many gradu- 


ate schools prefer students who have had 
their training in a private liberal arts 
college. There are Christian colleges in 
many parts of the country that are well 
qualified to train young people for the 
study of medicine, law and business, as 
well as theology. 


+ IMPORTANT as the experiences of the 
classroom are, it must be recognized that 
a large part of the student’s education 
is acquired in his extracurricular activi- 
ties. To become a leader a student must 
be given opportunities to acquire experi- 
ence while in college. The smaller the 


| institution the greater are the opportuni- 





ties for individual student participation. 

But this is an important area where 
the Christian school has a real advan- 
tage, for even in the larger Christian 
schools there are more opportunities for 
the Christian student to gain valuable 
experience. 

There is never a dull moment on the 
campuses of our Christian schools. Every 
line of interest from the athletic events 
to the gospel teams contributes to the 
training of a well-rounded young man 
and young woman. Records indicate that 


| young people from some of our smallest 


Christian colleges often excel in such 
fields as athletics, forensics and music, 
in competition with those from larger 
institutions. 

Perhaps this is one reason why small 
colleges, including Christian schools, 
have made such an important contribu- 
tion to national leadership. Speaking of 
this Nation’s Business for April 1957 de- 
clares: “The anomaly of [the pressing 
financial needs of small colleges] is em- 
| phasized by the disproportionately great 
contribution which the American small 
colleges have made to national leader- 


| ship in every field. The editors of Who’s 


Who point out that these local institu- 
tions ‘in relation to their enrollment 
contribute the highest percentage’ of 


those getting this distinguished list- 
| ing.” 
The article further states, “A recent 


analysis of the educational background 
of nearly 34,000 business executives re-

veals that while 12 per cent never went 
to college, 71 per cent of those who did 
are graduates of privately endowed small 
colleges.” 


+ THE advantages we have just men- 
tioned suggest a few of the reasons why 
Christian young people should not base 
their school decision wholly on the issue 
of finances or costs. It is unfortunately 
true that Christian institutions, in spite 
of the sacrificial service of their teach- 
ers, must charge a higher tuition than 
tax-supported schools. And all too often 
our evangelical institutions have very 
limited scholarship funds to aid worthy 
students. 

It is still true, however, that individual 
initiative makes it possible for the stu- 
dent with a serious purpose and a will- 
ingness to work to meet his expenses in 
a Christian institution through summer 
employment and part-time work during 
the school year. 

On the positive side, there are reasons 
why an education from a Christian 
school is worth some special sacrifice and 
effort. The Christian college seeks to pro- 
vide a liberal education by introducing 
the student to the organized fields of 
learning, presenting the Christian theis- 
tic view of the world, of man, and of 
man’s culture in the light of Biblical and 
natural revelation. It seeks to give the 
student a well-rounded training with 
adequate attention to his spiritual needs 
while not neglecting the physical and 
intellectual. 

In a Christian college the so-called 
secular subjects such as physics and 
chemistry become more meaningful when 
it is realized that every law of science 
has its origin in God the Creator. In- 
stead of “watering down” such subjects 
the Christian college gives them their 
true significance, and provides adequate 
preparation for graduate and profes- 
Sional training. 

One of the most encouraging develop- 
ments in the field of Christian education 
has been the rise of the Bible institute 
movement in the last seventy-five years. 
During the past decade there has been a 
marked tendency toward the strengthen- 
ing and expansion of the program of 
these institutions. This is due in no 
small degree to establishment of the 
Accrediting Association of Bible Colleges 
which has brought about a wholesome 
standardization. 

Some of the stronger Bible institutes 
still maintain a three-year collegiate 
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program, while many have adopted a 
four-year program leading to a Bachelor 
of Arts degree. Many of these offer 
enough training in the field of general 
education to qualify their graduates for 
admission to theological seminaries and 
other professional and graduate schools. 
The Bible institutes have been particu- 
larly successful in preparing young 
people for positions of leadership in the 
church and for missionary service. 


+ WHATEVER type of school he chooses, 
the student should make sure: (1) that 
the training will fit him for the work he 
has in view, and (2) that credits earned 
will be accepted by any school where he 
may wish to take further study. These 
considerations, of course, bring up the 
matter of accreditation. 

In simple terms an accredited school 
is one whose credits are recognized by a 
standardizing group and by the various 
schools belonging to that group. The 
most significant liberal arts and univer- 
sity accreditation, for example, is that 
provided when a school belongs to one 


of the several regional accrediting asso- | 


ciations such the the North Central As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. Such associations maintain defi- 
nite standards so that a student’s credits 
are readily accepted at face value by 
member institutions of the various as- 
sociations. : 

In addition to the regional groups 
there are national accrediting associa- 
tions such as the National Association 
of Schools of Music and the Accrediting 
Association of Bible Colleges. If a school 
belongs to one of these, its credits will 


be freely accepted by other members in | 


the same organization. 

It should be added that some institu- 
tions who have not been accredited are 
doing excellent work. If their programs 
provide adequate and recognized train- 
ing in a given field and their credits are 
acceptable for further training, there is 
no reason why they should not be pat- 
ronized. 

Finally, Christian young people should 
look ahead. With the impending “tidal 
wave” of students descending upon us, it 


is increasingly important that parents | 


encourage their children to make appli- 
cation to the institution of their choice 
as early as possible. This usually means 
that the formal application should be 
filed approximately one year in advance 
of the date of the anticipated entrance. 

Our Christian colleges are seeking to 
meet the challenge of our day. Parents 
may send their children to such institu- 
tions with confidence, knowing that their 
program is geared to the spiritual as well 
as the academic needs of the student. 
Surely nothing is more important than 
full and rounded preparation of our 
young people, both for this life and the 
life to come!

For the past three Christmas-New Year's holiday periods 

Wheaton College has given permission to the Central 
States Area of YFC (Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin) to bring 
in an average of more than 600 high school and junior high 
school young people for a three-day session of spiritual in- 
spiration and practical instruction. 

In the most recent Cluborama, speakers included Dr. Louis 
Paul Lehman of Grand Rapids, Mich., Dr. Ted Engstrom, 
YFCI president, and Rev. Sam Wolgemuth and Rev. Carl 
Bihl, Youth for Christ Overseas Director and Vice President 
respectively. Eight different class sessions, ranging from song- 
leading to soul-winning, filled out the morning hours, fol- 
lowed by a problem panel after lunch. 

Evening rallies in the college chapel featured the music 
of WMBI staff members Bill Pearce and Dick Anthony. 

Biggest aim of the conference is to help young people do a 
better job of reaching lost teenagers through their own indi- 
vidual witness, and through the collective impact of the 
Youth for Christ high school club on campus. Delegates came 
from almost 200 of the 250 high schools where YFC Bible 
clubs operate in the Central States area. 

In assessing the value of Cluborama, or any other holiday 
conference, there is no doubt that the words of the young 
people themselves will carry more weight than any other 
thing. So here, just as they wrote them down at the end of 
three crowded days, are summaries of what happened in the 
lives of a quartet of teenagers.

because the things we discuss each 
month deserve a little more privacy. 
Anyway, I hope you don’t object to com- 
ing back to this corner. 

As you know, I get most of my ideas 
for this column straight from teenagers 
like yourself, and most of the thoughts 
come out of private conversations I have 
with them. That is true again this month, 
and you can thank an honest, straight 
shooting high school senior if what we 
talk about gives you some help. 

This girl is leader of her youth group 
in a good sized church and came 
weighted down with a big problem. Her 
conscience had bothered her for some 
time because she was in a position of 
leadership and knew in her heart that 
she did not have the spiritual answers 
herself. 

Because of her humble honesty it was 
easy to detect that while she did have a 
great many answers she did not have the 
most important one. She knew a great 
deal about God, about prayer, about the 
Bible, about church doctrines—yet there 
was something lacking, and she knew it. 
She looked amazed and puzzled when I 
told her she was trying to take a short 
cut to God. 

I pointed out that God had a certain 
plan as to how men should reach Him 
and she was ignoring it. She was directed 
to these verses in the Bible. 

“Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
the truth, and the life; no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me” (John 14:6). 

“Neither is there salvation in any 
other; for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved” (Acts 4:12). 

“For there is one God and one media- 


tor between God and men, the man 
| Christ Jesus” (I Tim. 2:5). 
“ .. thou shalt call his name Jesus; 


for he shall save his people from their 
sins” (Matt. 1:21). 


God’s own Word made her realize that 
she was leaving Christ out of her Chris- 
tianity. 

After our conversation she said some- 
thing like this, “Why haven’t I been told 
this before? I am sure that most of the 
young people I know do not realize the 
important place that Christ plays in the 
spiritual picture.” 

How is it possible for young people to 
grow up in a Bible teaching church and 
fail to grasp the most important part of 
the gospel? Here is what sometimes hap- 
pens: 

They are taught all of the truths. They 
know them, can quote verses, sometimes 
even explain the plan of salvation fully. 
They may even know all about Christ 
and the part He has in redemption, but 
they become satisfied with their knowl- 
edge, believe that they have all the an- 
swers, and fail to recognize that salvation 
involves a personal contact with Christ. 

Let me give you a simple illustration: 
You are in a ship that’s going down. The 
lifeboats are made available and the call 
is sounded. You know that if you stay 
where you are you will sink with the ship. 
You believe the lifeboat could save you. 
But until you step aboard the lifeboat, 
all you have is an opinion. The moment 
you leap into the lifeboat, your opinion 
becomes belief, and your believing be- 
comes to you a saving reality. 

Jesus Christ is the only lifeboat sent 
by the Father to save you. You cannot 
reach God without Him. There are no 
short cuts. There is no other way. 

Perhaps this brief discussion has not 
been for you. I hope that you have taken 
God’s Way and know it. In that case 
what has been said may give you some 
help in understanding that spiritual con- 
fusion of some of your friends and per- 
laps you will be able to help them. But 
if this is for you please go back and read 
it again—especially the Scripture por- 
tions—and if I can help you further 
please feel free to write me. We are 
friends, aren’t we?—H.G.

» Christian Onward Movement, they call it, as 
the Baptist General Conference heads into the 
third phase of an ambitious two-year-long 
denomination-wide program to put new life 
into youth activities. Powerlife conferences 
this spring will follow on the heels of a 
Scripture memorization drive begun during the 
past fall, and a study course entitled The 
Road to Leadership. The final phase is 
scheduled for summer in the form of youth 
caravans, select teams of mature young people 
traveling during summer vacation time, visit- 
ing denominational camps and conferences. The 
program is geared to wind up at the church's 
Quadrennial conference in 1959. 





» Shopping Center Helps Gordon! That wasn't 
the headline when Filene's opened a huge 
branch of their famed Boston department store 
only 10 minutes drive from Gordon College's 
newly relocated campus at Beverly Farms. 

But when the center is finished an increasing 
number of Gordon students will find much- 
needed employment in the 70 stores. An 
electronics plant even nearer to the campus 
is still expanding and employing additional 
Gordonites, confirming the wisdom of school 
leaders in moving out from Boston. In the 
four years Since the move, Gordon has 
invested almost a million dollars in the new 
Site and buildings. 





» More building on campus, at Rockmont in 
Colorado, and Westmont in California. Rock- 
mont College's project is the new 20-acre 
campus, to be followed by a $50,000 multi- 
purpose building housing classrooms, admin- 
istrative offices, and student living 
quarters. Westmont college, faced with 
mounting enrollment (now 373) plans a con- 
tinued push for new dining hall and furnish- 
ings, dormitory furnishings and scientific 
equipment.

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What Does the Bible Say?

ow often have you received a letter 

il and allowed it to remain for days in 

your pocket unopened? Very rarely, I 
would imagine, especially if you knew 
that it was from a close friend and con- 
tained something important. 

The Bible is a great letter from God 
to you. It took many generations to 
write; it has taken many years to reach 
you. It has been carefully preserved and 
transmitted. Many gave their lives to 
ensure that it did not get lost in transit. 

The letter has reached you at last. You 
know who wrote it; you know it must 
contain many important things. It has 
come into your home; it is in your hands. 
OPEN IT! 

The series we begin this month is to 
help you get that Book open, and read 
the divine letter. We are not trying to 
provide a substitute for your system of 
daily Bible reading. There is no substi- 
tute for that. Our aim here is to help 
you get into it, by looking at some of the 
main messages of the Bible as they may 
be traced through the Old and New Tes- 
taments. 

The articles are deliberately cast in a 
form which will make them almost 
meaningless if your Bible is not open 
before you. So please get it out now! 

What you need. All you need for this 
brief monthly study is an open Bible, a 
pencil, a notebook, a little time, and a 
real desire to learn something from God’s 
Word which can be put into practice in 
your own life. 

What to do. the article 


Go through 


Read 
write 


carefully, section by section. the 
questions thoughtfully, then the 
answers in your notebook. At the end of 
the complete article you will find three 
questions by which you can test yourself. 
They are also to help you in translating 
truth learned into truth practiced in 
daily living. 


+ THIS month we want to get into what 
the Bible says about separation and our 
first question is, who separates whom? 
Do we have to separate ourselves from 
the world, or does God do this for us? 
(Lev. 20:26) 

So separation begins with a sovereign 
act of God. How is this described more 
specifically? (Deut. 7:6; Isa. 43:1) 

You will see in the above two verses 
the three steps by which the Lord sepa- 
rates a soul to belong to Him. When does 
each of these steps take place? (Eph. 1:4; 
I Pet. 1:18-19; Mark 1:20) 

Therefore in God's eyes every Chris- 
tian is already a separated person. God 
Himself has separated him by a process 
which began before the world was, and is 
continued through his conversion. But 
there is also another side to this. (II Cor. 
6:17) Who is doing the separating in 
this case? 


+ So there is also a response to be made 
by the Christian, by separating himself. 
The next question to ask is, from what is 
a Christian to separate himself? 

Read II Corinthians 6:17 and Leviticus 
11:44. These two verses indicate the first 
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thing we are to separate ourselves from. 
I John 3:9 gives it to us in one word. 

There is a second thing also, which is 
not actually sin, but which constitutes a 
danger to the Christian because it is a | 
special sphere of Satan’s activity. (Rom. 


12:2; I John 2:15) In the next verse 


(I John 2:16) John describes just what You'll find Wheaton’s science courses reward- 


he means by the last word in I John 2:15. 
He uses three simple phrases. What are 
they? 

The first of these phrases means 
having sensual pleasures which take 
away from the soul’s deep joy in the 
Lord. 

The second phrase means looking at 
things which lead to heart-sin, and 
which hinder our full love for Christ. 

The third phrase means ambition and 
the desire to make a name for oneself, 
which prevents us from living for the 
glory of Christ alone. 

From these things the Christian is to 
separate himself. 

A third way in which the Christian is 
to live a separated life is also important. 
(II Cor. 6:14) 

This does not mean that we have to 
refuse all contact with non-Christians 
(if we did that we should never win them 
for Christ), but that we are not to form 
unwise alliances with them in personal 
or business life. Here is a Bible example 
of each kind of wrong alliance. 

1. Deuteronomy 7:3. There are several 
characters in the Bible who failed their 
Lord through marriages with unbelievers. 
See, for example, the cases in I Kings 
11:1, 3, and in Judges 14:1. 

2. Genesis 13:12-13; Genesis 19:1. 
This 19th chapter tells how the wicked- 
ness of Sodom finally brought about its 
downfall, and how Lot and his family 
lost everything in the disaster. Lot’s mis- 


take was not in living in Sodom, but in | 


sharing in the corruption of its life. 


+ The third question to ask ourselves is, 
what is the purpose of separation? For 
whose sake are we to be separated? 
(Deut. 7:6; Eph. 1:12) 

Every failure in our life of separation, 
every compromise with the world, every 
deed or word of shame, robs God of 
glory. But it also robs men of their op- 
portunity to see that glory in us, as our 
final verse shows. (I Pet. 2:9) 

We are to be separate, then, for whose 
sake? 

+ THEN finally, what does separation 
mean to you?

Do it by being the 
most willing worker, the most cheerful 
coffee-break companion, the most effi- 
cient learner on the job. Nothing im- 
presses an employer like a teen-ager who 
is serious about his work and really 
exerts himself to make a go of it. 

Of course, you won’t take a job that 
would reflect on Christ. But you may 
not know all that the job entails until 
you've taken it, and in the process of 
learning you may find that some of your 
duties compromise your testimony as a 
Christian. 

If later you are called upon to wear 
immodest clothing (as a car-hop, for 
instance), or to serve beer as well as soft

Steer clear of questionable companion- 
ships off duty. You may need to bring 
your lunch if your working place offers 
only bars or taverns to eat in. Be firm 
about refusing off-color joke sessions; 
you'll be laughed at, but you'll be re- 
spected for it. If your fellow-workers ask 
questions (and they will, the first time 
you refuse a cigarette or a drink!) an- 
swer them, preferably with Scripture, 
but don’t preach. Be reasonable about 
your stand without getting smug about 
it. 

A Christian co-worker of mine in civil 
service demonstrated this type of wit- 





nessing beautifully. She had been typing | 
district job breakdowns, great four-foot | 
sheets of carbon-backed vellum that | 


made erasures impossible, with more 
than 180,000 characters to a page. Mid- 
night was approaching on our fourth 
night of overtime when, on the last line 
of the page, she struck a wrong key. She 
stared a minute, shut her eyes, and 
moaned, “Oh, no!” Without another 
word, she rolled a new sheet into the 
long-carriage machine and started over. 

Later another co-worker commented 
to me, “We could use more Christianity 
like hers.” 

She had never spoken a word of what 
we usually consider “testimony,” but 
what she didn’t say under that tremen- 
dous pressure struck so deeply home that, 
one by one in the ensuing months, sev- 
eral of her fellow workers gave their 
hearts to the Lord. END
